painstakingly as were their heirloom 
brethren. 

To the uninitiated there are several 
points that may be of invaluable as- 
sistance, the lack of which knowledge 
might prove’'a stumbling block to 
many an eager collector.

It is said 
that some silversmiths at that time 
very often marked pieces of solid sil- 
ver in their possession, considerably 
antedating 1861, with the Sterling 
mark, as they wished to avoid any 
fine or penalty that might arise from 
this edict. So it is for the discerning 
collector of today to reap the benefit 

of these earlier marked patterns. 
Before the mark of Sterling was 
obligatory, our own solid silver was 
spoken of as Plate, just as it still is 
in England. Of course that meant 
that silver of a very high content was 
used. A certain percentage of alloy

Opposition in circus business has 
provided collectors an_ interesting 
array of choice souvenirs known as 
“rat sheets” and the history of circus- 
dom some rugged and colorful 
episodes.

competitors. 

Opposition over a period of several 
weeks in which one show was re- 
peatedly bested by a rival, is known 
to have led to bankruptcy. Billposters 
were hired for their pugilistic talents 
as much as for their paste smearing 
ability. And the use of such terms as 
“swindlers,” “liars,” and “short- 
change artists,’ was frequent and 
bold in advertising circulars. 

Because it was a practice for the 
billposters of a rival show to cover 
the advertisements with their own 
pictorial announcements, in addition 
to regular billing crews, circuses 
carried “opposition” crews, which 
specialized in thwarting the efforts 
of competitors to cover their paper, 
or to repost their bills where cover- 
ing was accomplished.

Referring to the claims of grand- 
eur for Great European’s street 
parade in its advance advertising, the 
Forepaugh heralds asserted “You 
have counted only 13 cages, some of 
them the size of an ordinary Sara- 
toga trunk, one large barn-looking 
car, a square box wagon with looking 
glass on the sides, painted red, on the 
top of ‘which was a huge black bear 
(as seen in Moberly, Mo.). You saw a 
few actors on ordinary looking horses 
(not Arabians) and an ordinary wa- 
gon in the shape of a dragon con- 
taining a band. You see citizens of St. 
Joe, you have been swindled from the 
entry, and will be dealt with the same 
way to the exit of this lying institu- 
tion. They have not even exhibited on 
the streets as they advertised to do. 
Is this not proof that they are swindl- 
ers and liars?” 


While the Ringling Brothers show 
was growing rapidly and threaten- 
ing great opposition to its older 
rivals, it was often engaged in oppo- 
sition with competitors.

Sells Brothers tried another trick in 
its opposition with the Ringlings in 
Texas in 1894. One of the Sells 
brothers rode ahead of the Ringling 
parade in Gainesville, October 18, 
announcing a balloon ascension at 1 

M. near the Santa Fe railroad 
depot. This stunt was intended to 
draw crowds from the Ringling lot at 
a time when the doors were opening 
for the afternoon show more than a 
mile away. 


However, the Ringlings arranged

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Apple Parers 
In Museum Exhibit 


A special exhibition of early Ameri- 
can apple parers, presented by Charles 
Larned Robinson, opened at the New- 
York Historical Society Museum on 
June 4. The collection, which totals 
28, has been augmented by eight ad- 
ditional ones in the Society’s collec- 
tion. The collection illustrates com- 
prehensively the evolution of this 
Yankee-inspired early labor saving 
device. 


The peeling of many bushels of 
apples each harvest time to prepare 
them for winter storage in the form 
of dried apples, was ne smal] task 
for the eighteenth and early nine- 
teenth-century New England family. 
Consequently the true Yankee inven- 
tive genius brought forth the apple 
parer, the first homemade model of 
which was made of wood in the form 
of a pronged stick with a handle to 
turn it by, mounted on a straddle 
board. The apple was forced on the 
prongs, the handle turned and a knife 
edge applied to the apple which, as it 
revolved, was pared. Improvements 
were constantly made in later models 
on gears to speed the revolution and 
on hoe-shaped knife blades to pare 
more efficiently. cn 


During the first quarter of the 19th 
century, parers made of cast metal 
were made and sold commercially. The 
latter were equipped with blades 
which automatically followed the con- 
tour of the revolving apple. Upon 
completion of the paring, the apple 
was automatically forced from the 
prongs, thereby preparing the device 
for another one. Examples of both 
the early homemade and the later 
commercial parers, dating from about 
1800 to 1899 may be seen in the ex- 
hibiticn.

Apple Parers 
In Museum Exhibit 


A special exhibition of early Ameri- 
can apple parers, presented by Charles 
Larned Robinson, opened at the New- 
York Historical Society Museum on 
June 4. The collection, which totals 
28, has been augmented by eight ad- 
ditional ones in the Society’s collec- 
tion. The collection illustrates com- 
prehensively the evolution of this 
Yankee-inspired early labor saving 
device. 


The peeling of many bushels of 
apples each harvest time to prepare 
them for winter storage in the form 
of dried apples, was no small task 
for the eighteenth and early nine- 
teenth-century New England family. 
Consequently the true Yankee inven- 
tive genius brought forth the apple 
parer, the first homemade model of 
which was made of wood in the form 
of a pronged stick with a handle to 
turn it by, mounted on a straddle 
board. The apple was forced on the 
prongs, the handle turned and a knife 
edge applied to the apple which, as it 
revolved, was pared. Improvements 
were constantly made in later models 
on gears to speed the revolution and 
on hoe-shaped knife blades to pare 
more efficiently. sua 


During the first quarter of the 19th 
century, parers made of cast metal 
were made and sold commercially. The 
latter were equipped with blades 
which automatically followed the con- 
tour of the revolving apple. Upon 
completion of the paring, the apple 
was automatically forced from the 
prongs, thereby preparing the device 
for another one. Examples of both 
the early homemade and the later 
commercial parers, dating from about 
1800 to 1899 may be seen in the ex- 
hibiticn. 

In addition to the parers them- 
selves, enlarged copies of advertise- 
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ments appearing in catalogues and on 
posters, extolling the virtues of the 
apple paper are also included. A 
number of printed copies of United 
States patents for apple parers, in- 
cluding the earliest one issued, which 
is dated July 24, 1847, are included in 
the exhibition.

DESERT MUSEUM 


Howard Vincent O’Brien well 
known writer for the Chicago Daily 
News has been spending quite a bit 
of his time recently at Palm Springs, 
in southern California. He writes 
about the Desert Museum there in an 
interesting fashion. 

“Only a fraction of the tourists— 
or residents, either—have heard of, or 
go to, the Desert Museum, though it 
is in the heart of the town. 

“It is a unique place, presided over 
during the war years by the zoologist, 
Professor T. D. A. Cockerell and his 
scholarly wife. 

“Here —for free— Mrs. Cockerell 
will exhibit examples from her mar- 
velous collection of motion pictures— 
the life. of the humming bird, the 
eagle, the mason wasp ... a death 
struggle between a road-runner and a 
diamond-backed rattler. . . to name 
some I have seen. 

“Everything about the museum is 
informal. Mrs. Cockerell will show 
her pictures to any interested audi- 
ence, be it of one person or more. 
And I am yet to observe an uninter- 
ested audience. 

“A small place, this museum; but 
one can pass many fascinating hours 
among its exhibits of desert biota (to 
use a newly acquired word of mine). 
One that gripped me was a live side- 
winder, member of the rattlesnake 
family, who gets his name from his 
peculiar method of locomotion. 

“He was in a glass-covered case, 
from which came what I thought was 
the hiss of a steam radiator. This 
seemed a reasonable explanation of 
the sound; for I knew that this species 
of snake lived in a high-temperature 
area. 

“However, I learned from Lloyd 
Smith, the new director of the muse- 
um, that the sound I heard was made 
by the creature’s tail — erroneously 
called a ‘rattle.’

Every Saturday the museum spon- 
sors tours of the surrounding country 
—desert and mountain. These, like 
everything else, are free; and any- 
one interested is welcome. 
“But people are funny. Most of 





them would rather sprawl in a deck 
chair, guzzling highballs, than stum- 
ble over the rocks of a distant canyon. 

“Another funny thing about people 
is the gulf between their real interest

“Instead of studying them, as a 
good citizen should, I spend my time 
marveling at the noise made by a 
snake’s tail; thinking how much his 
tiny little head looks like the head of 
‘Mr. Bogan,’ my daughter’s Boxer 
dog. And how much some of the other 
birds and reptiles in the Desert Mu- 
seum look like people I know. 


“This is serious. If other people 
are as ignorant and uninterested as 
I am, what becomes of ‘democracy’ ?”

Modern Cartoons Given 


Museum Recognition 


A release from the Boston Museum 
of Fine Arts states that collections of 
modern cartoons have now taken their 
place along with the old masters. 

In the current exhibit will be seen 
the actual working drawings of 
Dilemma, the curiously constructed 
Dahl cow, and the angry pigeons 
and seedy squirrels that infest 
historic Boston Common. Here also 
will be the familiar frustrated com- 
muters so well depicted by Gluyas 
Williams, and his club ladies and men, 
not to mention his inquisitive infant 
who tears his little world apart. Will- 
iams also illustrated many books for 
the late Robert Benchley and some of 
these are also shown. 

For the occasion both cartoonists 
worked together on a special cartoon, 
gently poking fun at the Museum’s 
“trade-mark”, the sculpture of the 
Indian on the horse, seen daily by 
thousands of Huntington Avenue 
commuters. In a brilliant catalogue 
foreword Russell Maloney mixes 
humor and deep understanding of the 
talents of these men. Other articles in 
the catalogue are by Rudolph Elie, 
Jr., of the Boston Herald, and Donald 
Willard of the Boston Globe. Lenders 
to the exhibition, in addition to these 
two newspapers and the artists them- 
selves, are the Boston Athenaeum, the 
Library of Congress, Mrs. William 
Germain Dooley, and Laurence

SOME NOTES ON HELENE NOLDI 


An artist listed in an old Victor 
record catalog, a beautiful voice that 
can still be heard on any one of five 
black seal discs made almost forty 
years ago—what else, I wonder, does 
the name Helene Noldi mean to the 
average record collector? Not very 
much, perhaps, but from now on, 
thanks to C. Leroy Custer of Ander- 
son, Indiana, who gathered the facts 
and borrowed the photographs for this 
little article, it should mean a good 
deal more than it did. 

She was born in Chicago on Febru- 
ary 25, 1874 (Caruso’s first birthday) 
and by the time she was 19 her voice 
had developed to such a degree that 
her father took her to Italy for seri- 
ous study. After an interview with 
Verdi she went to Bologna to work 
with an aged professor of singing 
named Busi. But within eight months 
Busi became too feeble to continue the 
lessons and the young soprano de- 
parted for Paris. There she studied 
first with Mme. Marchesi, the most 
famous vocal teacher of the time, and 
then with Rosine LaBorde who had 
played such an important part in the 
training of Emma Calve’s voice. The 
American girl must have appreciated 
the priceless opportunities that were 
hers in Paris, for she did not go back 
to the United States until she was 24. 

Helene Noldi’s operatic career be- 
gan shortly after her return to Amer- 
ica when she met a fine baritone 
named Achille Alberti (he later re- 
corded for Zonophone) who engaged 
her to sing on tour with the Sofia 
Scalchi opera company. She made her 
debut in Pittsburgh in 1898, singing 
the leading role Semiramide. In due 
course, Noldi and Alberti were mar- 
ried, a union which produced one son, 
Oliver, an excellent violinist who now 
lives in Pasadena, California. 

Under the management of her hus- 
band, Noldi made no less than eight 
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tours of the United States with vari- 
ous opera companies. Her repertoire 
included the soprano roles in such 
operas as Trovatore, Traviata, Rig- 
oletto, Aida, Ballo in Maschera, Faust, 
Cavalleria Rusticana, Carmen, Martha 
and Romeo et Juliette. Following a 
substitution for Lillian Nordica, when 
she sang Leonora in Trovatore on 
four hours’ notice, Noldi was engaged 
for a season at the Metropolitan. 
Unfortunately, however, her husband 
wished to retain her services exclu- 
sively for his own opera company, 
and she did not sing again at the 
Metropolitan. 


Her career continued in London 
where she sang in Albert Hall under 
Sir Landon Ronald and in Queen’s 
Hall under Sir Henry Wood. Ap- 
pearing often in concert, and with the 
Carl Rosa Opera Company, she re- 
mained in London for ten years. 
Then, returning to the United States 
once more, she settled in Boston and 
taught singing there for another ten 
years. In 1940, she transferred her 
activities to Pasadena where she now 
lives.

(Concerning her records, which are 
listed above, the singer states: “Faust 
is bad, as it gets off to a miserable 
start and is sung in English . .. I like 
the Inflammatus and Rock me to sleep, 
Mother very much.” Curiously, she 
fails to mention Vilia, which is beau- 
tifully sung and particularly brilliant 
towards the end—a favorite with 
many collectors. 

To the foregoing, Mr. Custer adds 
a few personal notes which serve ad- 
mirably to round out our picture of 
Helene Noldi: 

“Her friends enjoyed most hearing 
her Last Rose of Summer and several 
times as the record finished she picked 
up the verse and went on to complete 
the song. Her voice showed the same 
fine training and expert use of a 
beautiful instrument. At the age of 
72 she still has the rich quality of her 
records of 1907! .. . At my home in

Pasadena one evening she went to the 
piano, struck a chord and sang, unac- 
companied, Vissi d’ arte in a thrill- 
ing manner, with all the vibrancy of 
a stage performance. She was then 
70. During another record evening 
she sang, accompanied amazingly well 
by a blind girl playing from memory, 
Voi che sapete from Nozze di Figaro. 
Later she made a small home-recorded 
dise of the aria which, though incom- 
plete, is remarkably well sung. Her 
voice sounds astonishingly like Melba’s 
—the Marchesi training which both 
singers had in common, perhaps? 


“Mme. Noldi-Alberti, as she is now 
known, is a charming woman of ex- 
quisite poise and grace,” continues 
Mr. Custer, “who can enliven an eve- 
ning with delightful anecdotes and 
colorful bits of backstage gossip re- 
membered from her career. Her sense 
of humor, however, is balanced by a 
strong reverence for fine things, for. 
she is a real artist and serious about 
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whatever commands her respect. Her 
ear for voices is still keen and eager 
and she is a patron of all the best 
musical events in Pasadena.”

The very rare originals from which 
the above titles were re- -recorded are 
test copies hitherto unpublished, and 
were probably made about 1905 or 
1906. IRCC borrowed the Trovatore 
disc from Douglas P. Ball (Dixie Re- 
cord Club, Miami, Florida), the Gio- 
conda from W. R. Moran (La Canada, 
California), both of whom deserve a 
vote of thanks from Nordica enthusi- 
asts. Another recording of Suicidio 
by the great American soprano was 
regularly issued by Columbia, but the 
present performance is so different 
that it should appeal. to collectors 
almost as much as would fresh Nor- 
dica material. No Nordica recording 
of the Trovatore aria was ever issued 
before. Herman Klein, who was re- 
sponsible for Nordica’s engagement by 
the Columbia company, wrote in one 
of his books of musical memoirs that 
Tacea la notte was one of the most 
successful Nordica recordings, and it 
seems strange that the disc should 
have had to wait forty years for re- 
lease!

order, because it clearly reveals some 
aspects of the singer’s personality, 
and also relates a somewhat different 
account of her introduction to the pro- 
fession of phonograph singing than 
was given in Billy Murray’s remini- 
scences and in what Ada Jones her- 
self wrote. 


I shall discuss these discrepancies 
after quoting from Mr. Mackall’s 
article, which was illustrated with a 
cut of “Ada Jones sending a joke by 
wireless.” This picture would surprise 
admirers of Ada, familiar only with 
her photos in the old record catalogs. 
Instead of having the mass of long 
hair always in evidence in her earlier 
pictures, she appears to be sporting a 
boyish bob, although the picture was 
made before bobbed hair was popular. 
She may have been “sending a joke 
by wireless,” but she is holding a re- 
ceiver to her ear and it is more likely 
that she was listening to a radio pro- 
gram through a primitive receiving 
set. 


Here is 
wrote: 


“To make people smile who cannot see 
you is considerable of an art. Ada Jones 
has been doing that for twenty years; 
in fact, hers was the first woman’s voice 
ever ae. recorded on the phono- 
graph. She has a droll personality hiding 
behind phonograph records. 


“TI wonder if Charlie Chaplin or Fatty 
Arbuckle would be funny if we could do 
more than hear them? No telling. But I 
fancy that Charlie without the help of 
his famous feet and his jaunty cane and 
his twitching mustache would be pretty 
nearly a crippled comedian; and if rotund 
Roscoe had no means of exhibiting his 
fatness and grinning his well-known grin, 
he would fare badly. Ada Jones is able 
to amuse us through her voice alone. 
She makes us see the characters she 
sings. 

“Having chuckled over many a record 
of hers—lIrish character songs, Negro dia- 
lect numbers, rural skits, and so forth— 
I was filled with curiosity to know what 
sort of person she was in real life. So I 
took a train out to Huntington, Long 
Island, where she lives. As the train drew 
up at the little station, there was the 
usual scene that occurs when the mid- 
afternoon train arrives from the city— 
folks getting off and being greeted by 
their relatives, and general excitement. 
The quietest, most serious-looking person 
in sight was a woman whose features 
resembled photographs I'd seen. 

‘““Are you—?’ 

““Yes, I’m Ada Jones,’ she said quietly. 
‘“‘Nobody ever believes I am when they 
meet me; but I am! 

Was this the rollicking comedienne? 

**« People expect me to look funny, I 
guess,’ she continued almost apologetical- 
ly as we walked the short distance up 
the hill lane to her house. ‘When I was 
out in Ohio on a concert tour, a little 
boy about eight years old stared at me 


what Lawton Mackall 
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as I was waiting on the railroad station 
platform, and I heard him say, “She Ada 
Jones? Naw, yuh can’t fool me!’’ Some- 
times even grown folks doubt me, so fre- 
quently I use a phonograph as an intro- 
ducer—have it play one of my records, 
and then I come in and sing. People in 
the audience nod their heads and admit, 
“Well, well, it’s her, sure enough!”’ (She 
mimicked the tone of voice). 

“When you come down to it, why should 
a professional funmaker be expected to 
look comical and clown around contin- 
uously? When someone says to you, 
“This is my friend, Dr. Poultice,’’ you 
don’t expect the doc to grab your pulse 
or sound your chest. If you met Jack 
Dempsey, you wouldn’t expect him to 
knock you down just to be consistent. 
When the waiter asks Caruso what he’ll 
have for breakfast, he hardly looks for 
a reply of “‘Soft-boiled eggs and coffee!’’ 
sung in high C. Yet, for some reason, 
comedians are expected to be in a mad, 
mad mood day in and day out. Alas, the 
only person who fills that requirement is 
the smart guy at the village store—who 
isn’t half as funny as he thinks he is’. 

Ada Jones’ quite, matter-of-fact man- 
ner is like the magician’s sedate-looking 
silk hat from which he produces aston- 
ishing surprises when he wants to. The 
sleight-of-hand man’s equipment, al- 
though varied, is limited to what he hap- 
pens to have up his sleeve, but Ada 
Jones can bring forth, without prepara- 
tion, most anything you ask for. 

“In personal appearance Miss Jones is 
of medium height and what the poets 
call ‘buxom.’ The saying, ‘laugh and 
grow plump,’ is true of most comedians. 
Old Cal Stewart had a build like Santa 
Claus, and Collins and Harlan can each 
cast a pretty substantial shadow; even 
Billy Murray—with whom Miss Jones has 
sung many a record—is no bean pole. Ada 
Jones, while by far from being a Marie 
Dressler, has the cheerful proportions 
of the true funmaker. When her usually 
serious face lights up with drollery, there 
is a sudden glint of white teeth and a 
sparkle of dancing eyes, 

“As she sat there on the front of her 
house, rocking casually, she answered a 
question about dialects by giving me an 
astonishing demonstration of voice 
magic. She would speak a few words in 
broad Irish brogue, then shift suddenly 
to darkey intonations; then as instantan- 
eously to Bowery lingo. Her impersona- 
tions were so real that if my back had 
been turned I veritably should have 
thought that the characters she thus con- 
jured up were there on the porch. She 
had me seeing things! If she chose to be 
a spiritualistic medium ske would fool 
anybody. The truth is, she is a light- 
ning-change artist without the aid of 
make-up. 

“Where did I learn how to take off 
different kinds of people? Oh, just by 
watching and noticing. Some women can 
take one good look at a dress in a store 
window and go home and make one like 
it. I can’t do that: but I can watch and 
listen to somebody on a street car or ina 
restaurant and go home and take them 
off. It’s a matter of habit and training. 
You see, I’ve been mimicking ever since 
I was a baby. 

“When I was a kid T found that taking 
off people was more fun than any other 
game. All children when they play imi- 
tate grown-ups. You watch any little girl 
teaching her dolls to behave. She talks 
to them just the way her mother talks 
to her— same words, same tone of voice, 
or so nearly the same as to sound absurb 
coming from a little tot. 

‘T was such a little mimic that my 
father would show me off before friends. 
I was too young to feel self-conscious or 
seared; it was just play to’ me. When IT 
was five I took part in a concert, and 
sang a song all alone. I had an unusual- 
ly strong voice for a child, and a good 
memory, so that I could pick up most any 
song I heard. At entertainments I would 
watch the other performers, and then 
come out and imitate them. Father used 
to say I could ‘steal anybody’s act.’ If I 
hadn’t been so young, they might have 
got at my nerviness, but as it was, they 
let me pass asa sort of curiosity. 

“* When T had made some success in 
‘variety’ and comic opera, my stepmother 
who was my manager, took me to the old 
North American Phonograph Company 
which Thomas A. Edison had started not 
long before, and there I tried singing into 
the horn, It is a fact that mine’ was the 


first woman’s voice ever successfully re- 
corded by a phonograph. That was 
twenty years ago, before the modern 
disc had been invented or the cylinder 
perfected”’. 

Some of the statements in this 
interview are puzzling because they 
appear to contradict what Miss Jones 
had already said about her career. I 
have shown in a preceding install- 
ment that hers was not the first wo- 
man’s voice to be successfully record- 
ed. Since her first records did not 
appear until late in 1904 or early in 
1905, it had not been 20 years since 
the beginning of her recording career. 
The reference to “the old North 
American Phonograph Company” I 
take to be slip of Mr. Mackall’s pen 
for the National Phonograph Com- 
pany, the name under which Thomas 
A. Edison Inc., originally carried on 
phonograph activities. 

I suppose there is a possibility that 
Ada’s stepmother went with her to 
the Edison studios and had her make 
test recordings several years before 
any of her records were actually 
placed on the market, but this is not 
at all certain. Perhaps Mr. Mackall 
in writing his interview had an in- 
accurate recollection of what Miss 
Jones actually had said. 

However that may be, we have now 
arrived at the point where her career 
may considered from its beginning in 
1904 to her death in a small town in 
North Carolina, when she ‘was on tour, 
18 years later.

Just about the time the World War 
broke out, the Cleveland Print Club 
decided, according to annual custom, 
to publish a print, this one to be an 
etching by Edmund Blampied, the 
Jersey Island artist. The club is af- 
filiated with the Cleveland Museum of 
Art. Each year it buys from an artist 
a piece of graphic work, including 
original drawings, metal plate, trial 
proofs and the complete edition of 
finished prints, one of which goes to 
each club member. 
celled” by having lines drawn across 
it, becomes the property of the Mu- 
seum. 


Except, briefly, in youth, when he 
studied art in London and illustrated 
for the London Chronicle, Blampied 
has spent his life on his native Jer-- 
sey. The island, 15 miles off the 
French coast, governs itself but be- 
longs to and is passionately loyal to 
England. Curiously, its peasants 
speak archaic Norman French. When 
France fell, the Germans took and 
occupied the Island.

In the meantime from suggestions 
submitted to the Cleveland Museum 
by Blampied, his drawing of “The 
Vraic Cart” was selected for pub- 
lication. (Vraic is the Jersey name 
for kelp or seawead. Collecting vraic 
is a major Jersey industry). Prints 
of the etching came to America and 
went to Print Club members. But the 
copper plate and preliminary drawing 
didn’t come through and the check 
sent to Blampied was neither paid 
nor returned. 


Five years passed. First the Chan- 
nel Islands then France were liber- 
ated. Henry Sayles Francis, curator 
of paintings and prints of the Cleve- 
land Museum, got a plaintive letter. 
It was from Blampied, addressed to 
Mr. Francis or whoever might be 
acting in his place after the interval, 
which on the Island of Jersey must 
have seemed much longer than it had 
in America. 


The unpaid check was still in Blam- 
pied’s wallet. It had arrived coinci- 
dent with the German invasion. The 
Jersey Bank wouldn’t honor it after 
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the Germans had come, nor now that 
they were gone. 

Of course the Cleveland Museum 
sent a new check. Blampied for- 
warded the cancelled plate, together 
with the original check which the 
Museum will preserve as a war relic. 

Artist Blampied has sent to Mr. 
Francis a set of the postage stamps 
he designed for the Island of Jersey, 
under German occupation, the artist 
working under German duress. They 
bear typical Blampied scenes of the 
wild Jersey scenery.

Rare Drawings, Old and New 


Sixty drawings of the highest qual- 
ity, acquired during the war years, 
will be on public exhibition in the 
print galleries of the Art Institute of 
Chicago through the balance of the 
year 1946.

Carl Schniewind, curator of 
prints and drawings at the Art Insti- 
tute of Chicago, who purchased and 
assembled the exhibition, had this to 
say about the collection: “Drawing 
alone fully and adequately represent 
the creative genius of the artist. Once 
a drawing has served its purpose, 
however, the artist is apt to discard 
it—wipe his brushes on it—and even 
use it as fue] for his studio stove. It 
is therefore a great gratification to us 
to have secured, in addition to rare 
old master drawings, these exceptional 
examples by some of the most famous 
names in modern art—Picasso, Or- 
ozco, Toulouse-Lautrec, Surat, Mail- 
lol, Whistler, Sloan and many others.”

A letter to 
Thomason. 


A friend has just loaned me her 
May, 1946, HOBBIES, so that I might 
read your account of the visit to 
Kathe Kruse, and her work-room, I’m. 
interested because I believe I have a 
pair of her dolls—received recently 
from Berlin, and thought you might 
like to know how I came by them, and 
maybe you can tell me whether they 
really are the handiwork of Frau 
Kruse. 

This young chap in the service was 
interested in a doll collection, that I 
started a number of years ago, and 
said that he would add to it, when he 
got sent overseas. He did send me 
several, from different places—always 
asking me “what I’d like to have’— 
so when I learned he was in Berlin I 
copied the information from Von 
Boehn’s “Dolls and Puppets’, and the 
reprint of the article from the 
Chicago paper in an earlier HOBBIES 
and mailed them to him.

These accounts stirred his imagina- 
tion, and on December 30 he wrote 
me, “I’m trying to get a K. K. doll 
for you. I have six local operators out 
beating bushes for some, but cannot 
be certain that they’ll produce.” On 
January 8 he wrote again, “I have 
placed advertisements in the news- 
papers. If there’s a K. K. doll around 
I’ll get it for you!” February 1 he 
wrote, “Today I think I finally 
located Kathe Kruse dolls for you. I’m 
afraid it won’t be‘what your expect- 
ing but it will be Kathe Kruse.” 


February 16 he sent another letter: 
“T’ve had to have a box made for 
these Kathe Kruse dolls I got for you. 
One of them is so big I had to get a 
draft card for him! (He dearly loves 
hyperbole) The other is almost an 
inch shorter. I hope you’ll be content 
with the jobs. They don’t look very 
unusual to me, but I’m assured that 
they are the real McCoy. or should I[ 
say the real Kruse?” 

On March 29, the Parcel Postman 


rang the bell and asked, “Is there a 


man around? I need someone to help 
carry a box.” It was a wooden crate, 
40x17x12”. There were two dolls in- 
side, a boy 38” tall, and a girl 36”. 
Their bodies are beautifully formed, 
rigid except for the arms at the 
shoulders, and are covered with flesh- 
colored fine stockinette. The necks 
have deep depressions, in which sit 
the heads, which are mounted on 
square metal pegs attached to a 


“plate” that allows the head to tilt or 
turn. 


The heads are composition, 


with (dull) painted surface—very 
lifelike, and adorable—both. The wigs 
are real hair, in a “silk” foundation 
that “snaps” onto the heads. 

The children declare. “Mamma, he 
didn’t send you dolls—those are 
store-window dummies.” And it would 
seem there is some measure of truth 
in what they say, for in the boy’s 
left foot, and the girl’s two feet there 
are metal inserts. (on the sole) like 
the receptacle on a candle holder! 
Now my question is do you know 
what I have? 

As for your implied question, the 
whereabouts of Frau Kruse, it would 
be my guess that she is still busy in 
Germany, somewhere. For on March 
380 my friend writes, “I have two 
brand new dolls made by Frau Kathe 
Kruse.” Another place he _ says, 
“T have two dolls for you now which 
have some connection with K.K. With 
the aid of an interpreter I am hop- 
ing to get the full story. These are 
really excellent little (the emphasis 
is mine) dolls, and I’ll be sending 
them along soon.” 

Do you still have your “sample 
Kruse dolls? You must prize them 
very highly, if you still do—or may- 
be your hobbies don’t run to dolls. 

I see you have some splendid furni- 
iis judge it must be your 
ine. 


The face of my dolls are smudged, 
as though the men who crated them. 
had handled them carelessly before 
putting them into the box—and the 
little girl has a wee chip off her nose 
and another on her forehead, under 
her bangs. I wonder if I could wash 
their faces? Her wig has a center 
part, a few bangs, two front braids 
and a long bob—so sweet! She even 
has eye-lashes. And, as you say, they 
look real. We all think they’re just 
adorable, but still, we wonder what 
we will do with them, they’re so 
large! 

I wish we could get some news of 
Frau Kruse. I believe I’ll write this 
very minute to have my friend try to 
find out about her. I’ll let you know 
whether he learns anything. 

It’s been nice “talking”to you—I 
guess you realize I did enjoy reading 
your HOBBIES article.

There was a woman living on this 
Kuppergraben, Berlin, who almost 
lived next door to the Berliner Pup- 
pen Werkstatten, and her husband 
worked there. She took me to see the 
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works several times. That’s how I be- 
came familiar with the dolls and 
works. 

I saw them making many of those 
huge dolls for display. I should say, 
according to Frank Gannet’s accounts 
of the extent of the bombings, that 
this factory was bombed out and 
those specimens retrieved from the 
rubble. Or else they were found in the 
ruins of Wertheims or one of the 
other big department stores. Hence 
the damages and also the dirt and 
sockets used to fix them in show 
windows. 

We were in London the Coronation 
year, and at Christmas time the entire 
front of Selfridge’s huge store was 
covered with monstrous animated 
figures of Mother Goose characters, 
Sleeping Beauty, The Cat and the 
Fiddle, Little Jack Horner, etc. These 
figures were in some cases fifteen and 
twenty feet long. It was a wonderful 
show and I don’t doubt that the fig- 
ures were made by the Puppen Works.

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LADY LUCK AND DOLLS 
By MILDRED ECKLE 


It was the night of the big draw- 
ing. Over a hundred little girls, rang- 
ing in age from two to twelve, sat on 
the edges of their seats. All were 
awaiting the big moment when the 
manager would pull the lucky card 
from the cage. 

Finally he stepped up to the stage 
and every breath in the theater was 
held. 

“The winner of the 27-inch Shirley 
Temple doll is........ »’ he said. Oh what 
suspense! Who would get the beauti- 
ful curly-headed doll? 

Who got it? Why I did! And so 
started a collection of dolls that grew 
and grew until I now have over 100 
foreign and American figurines. 


The collection has been aided and 
increased by friends and relatives. For 
about six years after the collection 
was begun, Christmas and birthday 
gifts included anywhere from one to 
eight dolls. 

The pride of the group is a five-inch 
Bavarian beauty. Hildegard was 
made in her native country. Her real 
hair is nearly covered by a head- 
dress which is over an inch high. 

Two tiny Hungarian dolls are 
among the most perfectly fashioned. 
They are called Kate and Jancs; char- 
acters in a Kate Serady novel. The 
two dolls are only an inch and a half 
high are wearing clothes entirely 
hand-crocheted. 

Uncle Tom is an old Negro doll 
which ‘was sent to me from South 
Carolina. His old patched blue over- 
alls and graying hair add much to- 
ward making him authentic. 

The oldest doll, Rubv Maxine, be- 
longed to my grandmother. She has 
jointed knees and elbows in addition 
to movable arms and legs. Her head 
is china but her body is white kid. 


The dolls range in size from two 
wooden Czechoslovakian girls which 
are about an inch high, called Lizbeth 
and Elena, to a blond sailor of about 
thirty-five inches. 

Each of the dolls is called a name 
common to the country which it repre- 
sents. Most of them come in pairs. 

Lupe and Estrada are Mexicans 
named after servants on my grand- 
father’s Texas farm. The dolls came 
from Monterey and are hand made. 
Perhaps their most distinctive feature 
is separately rolled fingers. 

A French mother and daughter 
team is called Celeste and Michaele. 
Their clothes copy the fashion of 
twenty years ago. 

The majority of the dolls are 
novelty minatures. The clothes are 
authentic but the bodies are often 
very unusual. 

Two little Swiss dolls are made en- 
tirely of felt. The Czechoslovakians 
are wooden and the Mexicans are 
flesh-colored organdy. Liza Ellen is a 
pilgrim made of dried cornhusks 
rolled together. 

But these are only part of a col- 
lection which has already outgrown 
its quarters. 
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SETS OF GOOFIES 


By BERYL STEWART 


Collecting goofies is a fascinating 
hobby; collecting the various sets of 
goofies is the most fascinating phase 
of the hobby. However, few collectors 
have had the pleasure of purchasing 
the entire sets. Acquiring the sets, 
button by button, is difficult unless one 
knows what butttons constitute a set. 
Little, if any, written information is 
available. A collector who wishes to 
know something about a set has to 
write to other collectors for the de- 
sired information. Because I have re- 
ceived many such letters of inquiry, 
I have attempted to write what I 
know about the sets. Although much 
will be wrong, and almost all will be 
incomplete, I shall explain what I 
know about the sets. Someone must 
pioneer the field. 


Goofies are realistic buttons. Goof- 
ies represent in miniature a person, 
animal, bird, object, flower, or any- 
thing else one may name. The repre- 
sentation must be readily recognized; 
the designer’s purpose must be im- 
mediately understood. Goofies need no 
explanation! 

When realistic plastic buttons were 
first collected, someone inadvertently 
called them goofies. I believe that the 
name was first used to describe the 
little china heads from Czechoslo- 
vakia—the grotesque heads of women, 
the heads with red noses! That was a 
good name for them. 

However, the name is regretted by 
every collector. ‘It lacks dignity for 
a hobby so worthwhile; it is too crude 
as a name for the artistry of these 
miniature buttons; it is ridiculous 
when one considers the amount of 
money collectors invest in these but- 
tons. It is a name speakers dislike 
using. Watch a speaker at a hobby 
club. Notice the apologetic facial ex- 
pressions of the speaker that pre- 
face use of the word. 

Collectors do use other terms: ob- 
ject buttons; novelty buttons; and 
realistic buttons. The term preferred 
is realistic buttons. : 

Sets of goofies are the “classics,” 
the most desirable buttons. Almost all 
collectors hoard buttons from the sets 
‘and trade them for other set items 
needed. 

The following paragraphs describe 
the most important sets. 

The Set of Aces is a set of four 
china buttons representing ace of 
clubs, ace of diamonds, ace of hearts, 
and ace of spades. (Shank.) 

The Animal Heads Set are realistic, 
highly detailed heads. representing 
buffalo, fox, leopard, bear, and deer. 


These are not plentiful except in dark 
colors. Gold, silver, bronze, and cop- 
per finishes, manufactured in Czech- 
oslovakia, are quite plentiful. Collect- 
ors are eager to obtain those finishes, 
for they highlight a collection. 
(Shank.) 


The Bird Set is difficult to acquire. 
It consists of six birds, each on a 
perch: dove (white); parrot (green); 
canary (yellow); blue jay; brown 
thrush; and cardinal. These were 
sold: (1) one solid color; (2) de- 
corated with additional colors for 
realistic detail. Some cards had the 
six different birds; other cards had 
six buttons alike. (Shank.) 


The Cocktail Set, rectangular but- 
tons with rounded corners, represents 
a cocktail glass with the name of the 
cocktail printed diagonally across the 
button. The only ones I have seen 
represent: Martini, Manhattan, and 
Side Car. The design is white upon a 
dull, soft background. The colors most 
commonly found in this button are 
bright blue, lavender, mauve, and 
brown. (Shank.) 


The Coin Set has six buttons re- 
presenting the coins of various 
nations. These are not scarce in sil- 
ver and gold, the only finishes, except 
white, in which I have seen the 
buttons. (Shank.) 


The Dice Set has six thin, square 
buttons bearing 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, and 6 
dots. The dots are cut into the sur- 
face of the button and enameled a 
contrasting color, such as: red with 
white dots; white with black dots. 
They are not plentiful. Shank.) 


The Dog Set pictures six kinds of 
dogs: Whippet, French poodle, span- 
iel, terrier, bull dog, and Scotty. Each 
button has painted trim. It is odd in- 
deed to see a light blue French pood- 
le with pink ears and tail, or a pink 
bull dog ‘with light blue collar! Brown 
and royal blue seem to be the most 
plentiful colors. (Shank). 


The Domino Set consists of small, 
thin, realistic buttons. (There is a 
large, thick domino which is not so 


desirable as this.) The dominoes come , 


in all colors. The combinations I have 
are 1-6, 2-2, 3-3, 4-5 and 2-5. (Shank.) 
The Flower Set contains several 
different flowers. The only set I ever 
purchased on a card had four buttons: 
pansies, hyacinths, an 
—————_——. However, other col- 
lectors say that there were cards of 
five and of six different flowers. These 
designs were sold plain and decorat- 
ed. Gold and silver items are not too 
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scarce. It is easy to identify the sets 
by comparing the colors of the backs 
of the buttons. (Shank.) 

The Folk Dance Set has six white 
buttons, but the set I purchased had 
only five to the set. Each button re- 
presents a boy and a girl in costume 
and in a pose characteristic of some 
folk dance: Sailors’ Hornpipe; High- 
land Fling; Wooden Shoe Dance; 
Swiss Folk Dance; and _ French 
Apache Dance. (Shank.) 

The plastic Fruit and Vegetable Set 
consists of six flat, two-hole buttons 
representing: banana; carrot (or par- 
snip); pear pineapple; pumpkin; and 
strawberry. These sets, which were 
manufactured about 1940, have an 
unusually ‘wide range of colors and 
varities of certain colors. I have seen 
sets mounted one color on a card, but 
other collectors have written that they 
brought sets which included six differ- 
ent colors. Some collectors add four 
other two-hole buttons to the set: 
plum, ear of corn, bunch of grapes, 
and open pod of peas. (Two-hole). 

The china Fruit Set includes several 
buttons, manufactured in Czecho- 
slovakia. The designs represent cher- 
ries, raspberries, blackberries, grapes, 
oranges, plums, pears, and peaches. 
Some collectors consider these a set; 
some do not. (Shank.) 

The Gardening Set is six pieces of 
miniature equipment cute enough to 
intrigue any would-be gardener. The 
equipment includes: trowel; wheel- 
barrow; hose cart; sprinkler; lawn 
mower; and pruning shears. The set, 
manufactured in 1939, is scare: the 
pruning shears are easiest to acquire; 
the sprinkler is hardest. Light green 
is the color most readily obtained. 
Sets were plain and decorated. The 
designs were sold six items to a card, 
but one item, six to a card, was also 
sold. (Shank.) 

Heads of Girls is a group of six 
china heads representing girls of six 
nations. The set was manufactured in 
Czechoslovakia. (Shank.) 

The Lady‘s Travel Set is the must 
popular set. It contains small plastic 
buttons, exquisitely designed, which 
represent hat, hadkerchief, purse, 
gloves, slipper, and belt. Because the 
greater number of sets sold included 
only hat, handkerchief, purse, gloves, 
and slipper, obtaining belts in each 
color is difficult. Buttons decorated 
with other colors are most common in 
this set; however, some sets without 
trim were sold. The Lady’s Travel 
Set was made in a full range of 
colors, plus gold and silver. Collectors 
should be careful about gold and sil- 
ver items, for many collectors them- 
selves have painted items and palmed 
them off as being genuine. Some col- 
lectors add bows, fans, and parasols 
to the sets, but these do not belong 
to the Lady’s Travel Set. (Shank.) 

The Leaf Set consists of five leaves: 
elm, maple oak, » and : 
Because of the realistic colorings ap- 
plied to the plastic buttons, leaf set 
buttons are highly prized. Sets in 
light colors are rare. The popularity 
of this set makes it scarce. Although 
it is difficult to identify the sets by 
the face of the button, it is easy to 
assemble the sets by the color of the 
back. (Shank.) 
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Life Under Sea is a set of china 
novelties representing creatures of 
the deep. The set was manufactured 
in Czechoslovakia. The six buttons 
are: a tan shell; a red starfish; a 
green sea horse; a gold fish striped 
with red; a blue sea anemone; a 
brown shell. (Shank.) 


The Lucy Charm Set contains six 
small buttons of emblems thought 
capable of warding off evil. The de- 
signs represent: devil’s head; imp’s 
head; wild boar’s head; elephant’s 
head: monkey on limb; and alligator 
or crocodile. Voodoo emblems from 
the deep South! Many collectors 
ignored these tiny buttons (they are 
smaller than most goofies) when they 
were plentiful. Now many are trading 
frantically to complete their sets. 
(Shank.) 

The Mah Jong Set includes six 
white rectangular buttons, each one 
bearing a different Mah Jong symbol. 
(Shank.) 

The Mother Goose Set (some call it 
Nursery Rhymes set) consists of six 
flat, two-hole buttons. Details are 
stamped on the button in white. These 
buttons, among the first goofies 
manufactured. were never carded as 
an assortment. Each design was sold 
on a card on which was printed a 
nursery rhyme. Humpty Dumpty is 
a large button—large because part of 
the wall had to be shown! 


“Humpty Dumpty sat on a wall. 
Humpty Dumpty had a great fall; | 
All the king’s horses, and all the king’s 


men 

Cannot put Humpty Dumpty together 

again.” 

Old Mother Hubbard represents a 
women carrying a bowl in her hands. 

“Old Mother Hubbard went to the cup- 

board 

To get her poor dog a bone; 

But when she came there, the cupboard 

was bare 

And so the poor dog had none.” 

Jack and the Beanstalk shows Jack 
climbing the plant grown, from the 
magical bean seed. 

“Jack and the Beanstalk’ 

So the story goes , 

Ran away fast on the tip of his toes; 

After taking the giant’s harp, money, 

and hen, 

Climbed down the beanstalk to his 

mother again.” 

Tom, Tom, The Piper’s Son pictures 
Tom playing his pipe. 

“Tom, Tom, the Piper’s Son, 

He learned to play when he was young; 

But all the tunes that he could play 

was ‘Over the Hills and Far away.” 

Many collectors err in calling this 
Little Boy Blue. The stanza printed 
upon the manufacturer’s card for 
these buttons should settle that argu- 
ment for all time. X 

Little Red Riding Hood carries her 
basket in her hand. 

“Little Red Riding Hood, sg pretty and 

sweet, 

Went to her Grandma’s with good 

things to eat. 

But when she got there to her great 

surprise, 

Was the big bad wolf with large 

glaring eyes.” 

The Old Woman In The Shoe, larg- 
est button of the set, is extremely 
scarce. It pictures the lady, the shoe, 
and one or two of her numerous off- 
spring. (I do not have the card and 
rhyme for this button, but I believe 
it would be the one all of us know.) 
(Two-hole.) 

Some collectors add two other flat, 


pressed buttons to the Mother Goose 
set: (1) a clown; (2) a witch riding 
a broom. Since the buttons are not 
alike in design or finish, they should 
not be included. 

The Music Set pictures a woman 
director and five musical instruments. 
Many collectors have called the wo- 
man director “Helen Wills”. The but- 
tons are low, flat, two-hole buttons. 
Their simplicity of design makes 
them unusually attractive. The music- 
al instruments include violin, banjo, 
saxophone, trumpet, and The 
only sets that I have purchased in- 
cluded director and five instruments, 
but other collectors write that they 
purchased the five instruments listed 
above, plus a harp, on a card. I have 
purchased cards having only one de- 
sign. The wide variety of colors: and 
shades of colors makes these sets 
difficult to complete. (Two-hole) 

The Nut Set contains English wal- 
nut, Brazil nut, pecan, almond, and 
hazel nut. Because many cards had 
only four buttons, (English walnut, 
Brazil nut, pecan, and almond) the 
hazel nut is scarcest. These are sel- 
dom available in light colors. 
(Shank). 

The Pantry Shelf Set pictures five 
well-known commodities: Campbell’s 
Tomato Soup; Heinz’ Baked Beans; 
Lux Flakes; H. O. Quick Oats; and 
Domino Cane Sugar. The buttons are 
white rectangles with the labels past- 
ed on. Cute as these buttons are, they 
do not wear well; the labels rub and 
tear off. They have to be handled care- 
fully, even in a collection. (Shank). 

There is a similar set representing 
six tin cans of foods—well-known 
brands. However, I do not have the 
set. 

The Patriotic Designs In Circle in- 
cludes six cut-out designs within a 
starred circle: eagle; crossed flags; 
Liberty Bell; Statue of Liberty; Capi- 
tol at Washington, D. C.; and Uncle 
Sam standing before the map of the 
United States. (Some call this last 
one a Sentry. However, some sets did 
include a sentry, a soldier with gun, 
within the starred circle.) These de- 
signs 'were solid, plain, and trimmed 
with colors. In addition to the full 
range of colors from white to black, 
there are silver and gold designs. Un- 
usual and rare are the blackout but- 
tons in these designs. Having a finish 
of luminous paint, these white black- 
out buttons glow in the dark. It is 
regrettable that some unscrupulous 
collectors painted other buttons with 
luminous paint and traded or sold 
them as blackout buttons. Neverthe- 
less, collectors should try to acquire 
the blackout buttons. (Shank). 

A button similar to those six, and 
often classified with them, is the head 
of the Statue of Liberty within a 
circle. As the circle is plain, and not 
starred, this button has such artistry 
that it is one of the most desirable 
buttons. (Shank). 

A Second patriotic set is Insignia 
Of The Armed Forces. I have pur- 
chased these designs only one design 
to a card, but collectors say that they 
were sold as an assortment of designs 
to a card. This set represents various 
branches of our Armed Forces. 
Infantry—Crossed rifles. 
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Cavalry—Crossed swords. (Blades 

up!) 

Air Corps—Wings and propeller 

Inspector General’s Department— 

Sword, axe, and wreath. 
Officers U. S.—U. S. 
Army Officers’ Cap 
Eagle. 

Marine Corps—Globe, eagle, anchor 

Navy Chief Petty Officer—Crossed 

anchors. 

Army Transportation Corps—Wing 

in Circle. 

Crossed anchors may not belong to 
the set, yet many collectors include 
them. Some of these designs appear 
on round buttons also. (Shank.) 

Some collectors ignore the patriotic 
designs. The flood of patriotic designs 
in 1939 and 1940 marked an import- 
ant era of our nation. To ignore the 
patriotic designs is to ignore the most 
important buttons manufactured dur- 
ing the war period. Even the stars are 
important. Ask a General! 

Playing Card Emb.ems is a set of 
four two-hole buttons representing 
clubs, diamonds, hearts, and spades. 
The sets were made in two sizes and 
in a full range of colors. The most 
common sets consist of thin, cupped 
buttons; however, I have some em- 
blems that are extremely thick and 
heavy. (Two-hole.) 

Races of the Eastern Hemisphere 
includes six plastic buttons repre- 
senting heads: Chinaman, Egyptian, 
Turk, Shiek, Hindu, and Negro. These 
are small, realistic, nicely designed 
heads. Some are one color; others are 
decorated with enamels of contrast- 
ing color. These buttons are so scarce 
that few collectors have all sets com- 
plete. There are numerous gold, 
silver, bronze, and copper finishes. A 
crystal set, apparently of Czechoslo- 
vakian manufacture, is beautiful. 
These buttons are glass with silvered 
base. A round, glass shank is glued 
to the glass design. (Shank.) 

Snow White and the Seven Dwarfs 
Set has almost disappeared from ex- 
changes among collectors. Designed 
at the time of the production of 
“Snowwhite And The Seven Dwarfs” 
by Walt Disney, the buttons found 
ready sale. The set has Snow White 
and five of the Dwarfs. They are 
small white buttons with brightly 
colored details. (Shank.) 

There are several designs of flat, 
pressed, two-hole buttons represent- 
ing Dopey, Doc, Grumpy, and the 
other dwarfs. 

The Toy Set is popular, because it 
is a set of six buttons somewhat 
smaller than other goofies. The set 
pictures six toys: white drum with 
two red drumsticks; white doll with 
red pinafore; bright blue railroad 
engine; brown Teddy Bear; red clown 
doll; and green doll carriage. 
(Shank). 

The Transportation Set is one of 
the many sets manufactured for sale 
in New York during the World’s Fair 
in 1939. The set should be called the 
development (or history) of transpor- 
tation. The six buttons represent: 
covered wagon, trolley, high-wheeled 
bicycle, railroad engine, automobile, 
and aeroplane. The fine detail of these 
buttons makes them especially popu- 
lar. These buttons were sold: one de-

(Shank). 

The Set of Vases pictures five diff- 
erent Mexican vases, all with enamel- 
ed designs. Especially elusive are the 
light colors. (Shank). 

The china Vegetable Set consists of 
china buttons manufactured about 
1940 in Czechoslovakia. The buttons 
represent corn, peas, carrots, beets, 
tomatoes, celery, and cauliflower. 
Other similar buttons, included by 
some collectors, are nuts, acorns, and 
peppers. (Shank). 

The plastic Vegetable Set pictures 
six vegetables: asparagus, beets, 
carrots, celery, onions, and toiaatoes. 
Some variations occur becatse of diff- 
erences in painting other colors upon 
the buttons. The six designs were 
carded together as sets, and each 
item was also sold six to a card. 
(Shank). 

The Wedding Set, next in populari- 
ity to the Lady’s Travel Set, consists 
of six shank buttons with various 
trims The cameo picturing the bride 
is a rectangular cameo with cut cor- 
ners. Cupid, the second button, has his 
arrow aimed at the lady. The third 
button, a pierced heart, is proof that 
Cupid is an able archer. The fourth 
button is a package of love letters 
stamped by the lover, (He never gets 
into the set!) and carefully tied with 
a pretty ribbon by the young lady. 
The fifth button is the diary in which 
the lady records the daily progress of 
the love affair. The sixth button re- 
presents wedding bells. The romance 
had progressed! 

Of the six buttons the diary is of 
best design; in fact, I consider it one 
of the finest novelty buttons made. 
The Wedding Set is scarce. (Shank). 

The World’s Fair Set pictures six 
buildings of the World’s Fair at New 
York. Three of the buttons are trim- 
med; three are plain; two of the trim- 
med buttons bear the date, 1939. Un- 
fortunately, these sets were broken; 
beginning collectors seldom recognize 
a single button from the set. I have 
had more inquiries about such stray 
buttons from the World’s Fair set 
than about any other. All of these 
are scarce. Sets in light green seem 
to be more plentiful than sets in other 
colors. (Shank). 

Other arrangements are often 
spoken of as sets. Padlock and Key 
Set consists of two buttons: a tiny 
lock, and a key the same size as the 
lock! U. S. A. Set has three alphabet

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HIRSUTE LORE 


By FLORENCE E. O’NEILL 


Most all have heard or read hum- 
orously disparaging remarks on that 
parlor shrine of not-too-long-ago, the 
hair wreath lovingly made of locks 
of the dear departed, the beautiful 
golden curls of the sweet little boy 
(the shearing of which mamma put 
off as long as possible), and the comb- 
ings of Cousin Lu, poor thing. 

However, not many realize that this 
lost art produced many really exqui- 
site examples of handiwork by com- 
bining various shades of hair and 
weaving them into unique specimens 
of folk art. Hair wreaths and mourn- 
ing jewelry are the most commonly 
found articles. O. C. Lightner, our 
publisher, has gathered a remarkable 
collection of these ornamental items 
which are on exhibit in his Museum 
of Hobbies. 

As evidence that interest in hair 
has not completely abated, even 
though the art of making ornaments 
of it appears to have been lost, we 
give you these glimpses into the hob- 
pies of hair-minded folks. 


{f a Woman Have Long Hair, 
It is a Glory to Her 
(I Corinthians XI, 15) 


When Harry Altshuler, a feature 
writer for a Philadelphia paper was 
interviewing Mrs. Marjorie Barken- 
tin, he learned things about hirsute 
lore he never knew before. 

Mrs. Barkentin is a press agent and 
is, possibly, the only grandmother in 
that ubiquitous business and most 
certainly is the only one having red 
hair long enough to sit on. She has, 
in her Greenwich Village studio, a col- 
lection of 50,000 rare prints—all pic- 
turing hair. Mounted on plush, in 
glass bases, she has some 3,000 hair 
ornaments; rare and curiously carven 
things from all over the world and 
all the ages of mankind. 

The collector’s instinct was awak- 
ened when a friend, admiring her 
hair, presented her with a few tor- 
toise-shell pins from Tiffany’s. She 
grew fond of them and remembered 
some of the family belongings now be- 
ing cared for by her aged aunts in No. 
Carolina. They sent her some quite 
old and fancifully designed. Haunt- 
ing auctions she sometimes acquired 
whole boxes of combs and hair orna- 
ments “for a song.” (Editor’s note: 


Seems to me Lorelei and her hair 
made that a legitimate form of trans- 
action some time ago.) 





She is perhaps more fascinated by 
hair legends, even, than by hair orna- 
ments. Gathering legends together 
kept her amused through a long siege 
in the hospital. Her three sons, all 
in the armed forces, will be return- 
ing soon from assorted parts of the 
world and she is hoping that they will 
bring new items for her collection. 
Not that they’ve inherited her hobby! 
They all get haircuts at appropriate 
intervals, as does her husband—the 
well-known marine painter and re- 
storer of paintings, William Slater 
Barkentin. He has a fine thick head 
of hair, though, his wife proudly 
boasts. “It all sort of grew on me,” 
Mrs. Barkentin roguishly admits 
when explaining that she has never 
had her hair cut at all. 

She is compiling an anthology, cul- 
led from 30,000 books, of historical 
an literary references to hair.

He that Hath a Beard is 
More Than a Youth, 
And He That Hath No Beard is 
Less Than a Man.

Mrs. W. M. Hardman of Dayton, 
Ohio, thinks hers is an unusual hobby 
and wants to share her experiences. 
She relates: 

“One day while idly turning the 
pages of a little farm magazine I 
found a most amusing paragraph 
concerning the hobby of the editor, 
who collected beards—not the woolly 
ones, but pictures of them. I had 
been needing a hobby to help me for- 
get myself, but found that most popu- 
lar ones were too expensive for me. 
There, I thought, is my hobby! Now 
I am the proud possessor of a small 
collection of beards. This consists of 
pictures of many kinds and varieties 
of these hirsute adornments of the 
male countenance as well as notes 
about them—many historical and some 
funny, but all of them interesting. 

“Much that is amazing in an _his- 
torical way is to be found in the en- 
cyclopedia under the heading ‘Beard.’ 
For instance, Alexander the Great 
had his warriors shave off their beards 
so that in hand-to-hand combat the 
enemy could not get hold of them and 
so come to close quarters when fight- 
ing with them. Scipio Africanus was, 
according to Pliny, the first Roman to 
shave every day. When a monarch 
came to the throne of France too 
young to have a beard to wear, the 
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court barbers had a rush of business, 
since the courtiers must not wear a 
beard if the king could not. In Spain, 
Philip V was unable to grow a beard, 
so his courtiers must not, and the 
Spanish Dons were soon smooth- 
shaven. 

“How would you like to wear a 
bright blue, green, or purple beard? 
Or one braided with golden threads? 
Well, the Persians and Arabians often 
did. The Moslems almost worshipped 
their beards and carried. combs so 
they might keep their beards in first 
class condition at all times. The 
Egyptians and Jews felt that an un- 
kempt beard was the truest sign of 
deep sorrow. Some beards have been 
taxed in proportion to the rank of the 
wearer, and in some places a clean 
shaven face was a sign of servitude. 
During the reigns of Henry VIII and 
Elizabeth, beards were cut in as many 
fancy shapes as the old-fashioned box 
hedge. Do you know where the name 
Lombard came from? It is a contrac- 
tion of the word Longobards, or long 
beards. Now isn’t that something? 
as Andy would say. 

“Then there are the mentions of 
beards in the Bible—all most inter- 
esting. One of the most colorful is 
the story of King David sending mem- 
bers of his court to a neighboring 
king to comfort him in his grief over 
the death of his father. Hannun’s 
courtiers said that these men must 
be spies, so their beards were cut off 
on one-half of each of their faces, as 
well as half of their clothing, and 
they were sent home in that plight. 
When word came to David of their 
sorry condition he sent messengers to 
them saying, ‘Tarry in Jericho until 
your beards be grown and then re- 


turn,’ for the men were greatly 
ashamed. 
“There is a most readable book 


called ‘Once Over Lightly’ by Charles 
de Zemler, who has barber shops in 
Radio City. There he has on exhibi- 
tion a part of his large eollection of 
pictures and barbering tools which 
range from Neolithic times to the 
present. He has spent years of time 
and a good deal of money in gather- 
ing his specimens of tools, pictures, 
and. books. 

“I am clipping pictures from vari- 
ous sources to illustrate the types of 
beards and I have copied a few draw- 
ings. These I am putting into a scrap 
book along with typed pages of infor- 
mation I gather in my research. Some 
of the names of beards are funny and 
some are very appropriate. However, 
I haven’t found as yet any history of 
the term ‘Piccadilly Weepers’ though 
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I have some good pictures of them, 
as well as the ‘walrus’ mustache. 
“There is as much of interest con- 
cerning the mustache as about the 
beard. When I learn all this, then a 
man’s mustache will date him as well 
as a beard. Just collecting funny 
beards or types of beards would not 
mean much, if that were all there was 
to it, but you get such intriguing 
sidelights into the history of men and 
times that the study really becomes 
absorbing. I feel that for me this is 
a new field for investigation well 
worth while as a personal hobby.”

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GLASS AND CHINA BOXES 


By THELMA SHULL 


Collectors of trinket and snuff boxes 
and other small covered receptacles 
have a wide variety of choice pieces 
from which to make their selections. 
This discussion: will be limited to 
boxes of glass or china; bui. there 
were many attractive ones made from 
other materials, various kinds of 
woods, ivory, cloisonne, gold, silver, 
enamel on copper, etc. 

Webster’s New International Dic- 
tionary defines a box as “A receptacle 
of any firm material characteristical- 
ly having, or adapted for having, a 
lid or cover. Box is the general term 
for closed receptacles, especially such 
as are readily portable. In early use 
box was commonly restricted to small 
receptacles”. 

The boxes used during the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth éenturies, and 
the later ones which found favor dur- 
ing Queen Victoria’s reign, were 
principally for holding snuff, for 
mouches or patches, or for jewelry. 
The mounts on the snuff boxes were 
usually of silver, of gilt copper, or of 
gold. The patch boxes frequently had 
a mirror inside the cover se that the 
user could see just where to apply the 
mouche to best advantage. The little 
patches of black. taffeta shaped like 
moons, stars, a coach and four circles, 





etc., were worn by ladies of fashion 
during the latter part of the seven- 
teenth century and on into the eight- 
eenth. During the Victorian era 
the glass and china boxes were used 
for jewelry; the porcelain and pottery 
boxes being more numerous than 
those of glass, if one may judge by 
the numbers available in antique 
shops. 

In the eighteenth century, some 
very unusual Capo di Monte snuff 
boxes were made in trunk shape, 
heart shape, and barrel shape opening 
at both ends. An orange-shaped box 
was colored like the fruit. One Capo 
di Monte box, inscribed and presented 
to “The Countess de Bruhl on 25 
April 1755,” was square and flat, imi- 
tative of a folded letter. At the Dres- 
den or Meissen manufactory similar 
flat boxes were made which resembled 
a folded letter or envelope. 

Watteau figures and sporting and 
military subjects decorated many of 
the very old porcelain snuff boxes. 
Some were painted with flowers only, 
others had flowers outside and land- 
scapes or figure paintings inside the 
box. The most expensive and beauti- 
ful, those painted ‘with miniature por- 
traits inside the lid, were given as 
presents to royalty. Precious stones 


Various examples of glass and china boxes. 
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and fine enamel sometimes ornament- 
ed and enhanced these delightful 
gifts. Mottoes, dedications, coats of 
arms, and scenes were used as orna- 
ments, too. Some boxes were oblong, 
some square, others oval, egg-shaped, 
basket-shaped, octagon, or circular. 
The shapes and forms were sur- 
prisingly and delightfully varied. 
Staffordshire trinket boxes were 
made in the Staffordshire district of 
England during the nineteenth cen- 
tury; and though some were rather 
crudely made and decorated, they 
have a quaint charm which is very 
appealing. Others were fine in both 
modeling and painting. The variety of 
their decorations and the _ subjects 
portrayed on the covers are a source 
of never-ending delight. Two Staf- 
fordshire boxes have been included in 
the accompanying illustration. On one 
cover is a little girl looking in a 
mirror, the other has a little boy play- 
ing with his dog. Typical subjects on 
Staffordshire trinket boxes are a 
young girl holding chickens in her 
arms, an angel hovering over a baby, 
clasped hands, a watch, Little Red 
Riding Hood, musical instruments, ete. 


In the upper left hand corner of the 
illustration is a tri-cornered china 
box handpainted with violets and 
scrolls of gold by B. C. Hubbard in 
1898. Mrs. Hubbard was the wife of 
Elbert Hubbard, American author, 
whose biographical sketches of fam- 
ous persons called Little Journeys are 
well known. He established the Roy- 
croft shop in Bloomington, Illinois, 
which was devoted to the artistic 
printing and binding of books. His 
death occured at the sinking of the 
Lusitania in May, 1915. 

The large box in the center with a 
whippet reclining on the cover is 
marked with the bold initials J. P. in 
dark blue under the glaze. This seems 
to have been the mark of Joseph Petit 
of France. Authorities believe that he 
and his successors were in business 
from 1770 to 1880. The florai paint- 
ings in medallions on the cover snd 
sides of the box are finely done with 
minutest attention to detail. The 
round china box in the upper right 
hand corner is of Austrian china and 
typical of the more ordinary type 
used for powder or pins. 

In the second row is a hinged trink- 
et box with tiny gold feet and a lovely 
oval transfer print on the lid. The box 
in the center is covered with dainty 
pink and blue porcelain flowers and 
has raised cherries and leaves on the 
cover. The next one is Staffordshire. 

The hinged blue glass trinket box 
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in the front left hand corner is de- 
corated with yellow and white en- 
ameled flowers. This and the green 
glass in the lower right hand corner 
are the type especially popular with 
collectors at the present time. The 
green glass box has a hinged cover 
also, and is decorated with a picture 
of a little boy enameled in white. It 
is further embellished with painting 
on the lower half of the box and a 
band of gold. 

In the front row, next to the Staf- 
fordshire box, is a very small china 
nut covered dish, iarge cnouvgh for 
rings only. It is painted brown and 
rests on a green leaf. 

Glass boxes were especially favored 
during the nineteenth century. Some 
were of colored glass, and many were 
of clear glass with beveled edges set 
in rims of brass or gilded metal. 
These had square, oblong, round, or 
oval panels of glass on the cover and 
three or four sides. Velvet or satin 
usually lined the base inside, on which 
rested the rings, pins and other small 
pieces of jewelry which milady owned. 
There are pressed glass boxes shaped 
like a trunk or a watch case. And 
there are numerous boxes of opaque 
glass, usually white or blue. Many of 
these are pictured in Millard’s book, 
Opaque Glass.” 

If one starts a collection of boxes, 
he has a broad field to explore. Boxes 
solve the gift problem for friends, too, 
if one finds more than he cares to 
keep.

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Some think we are a little harsh 
with the advertisers when we get 
complaints. We have thought at times 
we were entirely too easy, particular- 
ly in those cases where the adver- 
tiser gets money from the subscriber 
delaying to make any shipment or ex- 
planation. 

Of course, we realize that you got 
too many orders. You sold the item, 
but that does not justify you keeping 
the customer’s money, while you take 
your time to run around and try to 
pick up something you can substitute. 

We think sometimes the reader is 
very patient in taking this up with 
us at all, they would be well justified 
in making complaint against you be- 
fore the proper authorities. You know 
very well you have no right to accept 
that money through the mails after 
you had sold what you had advertised. 
Hell is paved with good intentions. 
And do not overlook the fact that it 
is not a defense in law. We have 
quietly dropped off these advertisers 
when complaints come in. 

There are cases where we realize 
the advertiser cannot be blamed for 
thinking he is right, and that he is 
being imposed upon, because the read- 
er was not acting in good faith. We 
have in these instances urged the ad- 
vertiser to forget the incident, take 
the goods back and refund the money, 
just to rub out the dissatisfaction. 
Some of these complaints which we 
think are entirely unnecessary, come 
from a form of whim buying that we 
have cautioned our readers against 
before. 

Don’t put the dealer to the trouble 
of packing and shipping, unless you 
are genuinely in earnest about want- 
ing it. It is peculiar that most such 
cases come up between two dealers. 

Not long ago, a buyer complained 
that a shipment of glass she bought 
from an advertiser was not old. We 
are quite cranky on the subject of 
having our magazine used to peddle 
fake glass. So we wrote the buyer to 
ship us the glass in order that we 
might have it expertized. 

We found it was old, (that is over 
60 years) the type of glass that is 
being traded in antique circles every 
day. We so notified the buyer, then 
she changed the tone of her letter, 
and said she, “didn’t want it anyhow.” 
We don’t blame her a lot, because it 
was overpriced. 

We wouldn’t give the price for a lot 
of the antiques that are being sold to- 
day, but if the other fellow wants 
them, he is supposed to know what 
he is doing so let him buy them. Some 
argue with me that antiques will 
never be cheaper, they are getting 
scarce, and that I am too conservative. 


However, it is both law and custom, 
that the seller has a right to get all 
he can for his merchandise, provided 
he doesn’t misrepresent it. If the other 
fellow is willing to pay, that makes 
the bargain. In this case, the woman 
plainly made the complaint that the 
glass was misrepresented. The fact of 
the matter is, that she knew it was 
old, but wanted a valid excuse to have 


. the seller take it back. Now, such in- 


stances put us in a pretty tough 
spot. We are sometimes in a quandary 
to know what Solomon would do 
under the circumstances. The way it 
looks is we were being taken advant- 
age of, and our good offices are in- 
voked to straighten out something 
that was simply a quarrel between 
two people emanating from pure 
whim. 

You can’t buy subject to likes or 
dislikes by mail, you put the other 
fellow to too much trouble. If, how- 
ever, the seller is willing to ship you 
on approval, as he often is, that 
makes a different matter of it. That 
will avoid a lot of disputes, because 
the seller won’t ship on approval un- 
less the merchandise is 100%, and 
there is a very slight chance that you 
won’t take it. 

If he has your money first, you run 
a chance of him shipping you some 
overpriced stuff, and he won’t be so 
much surprised that you won’t want 
it, yet you should have had an under- 
standing about it. 

Don’t order it just because 
HOBBIES will go to i front for 
you and make them take it back. 
HOBBIES can’t take all the small 
grief that arises in the trade. We are 
here to protect our readers against 
fraud, misrepresentatinon, and such 
instances where we have the law on 
our side. You must do your share; 
be fair and use common sense. 

We don’t want advertisers remark- 
ing that HOBBIES is cranky about 
its advertising pages, but that we en- 
courage unreasonable and unscrupu- 
lous buyers. The advertiser throws it 
up to us that some of our readers 
are unreasonable. We have always 
had the consolation of knowing that 
our class of readers is such that they 
often put up with injustice rather than 
make a complaint, and that more than 
evens up any injustice we might be a 
party to in requiring the advertiser to 
satisfy the buyer. If we can take 
pride in having reliable advertisers, 
it is, after all, no more than right that 
we have the same pride in having re- 
liable readers. 

Ten years ago when we raised the 
subscription price from $1 to $2 
we did it for several reasons. One 


‘was we found the demand was not for 


a cheap magazine, but for a better 
magazine that could afford research 
articles, pictures, good covers, etc. 
And also to eliminate the cheap 
subscribers and post card fiends who 
were a nuisance to the advertiser. 
That went a long way to improve our 
class of readers. 

We have a way to keep undesirable 
advertisers out by simply closing the 
forms to them, but we also have a way 
to get rid of the unfair reader. We feel 
that there will never be a better time 
then now. We are oversold anyhow, 


we C 
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both on subcriptions and advertising 
and it is a good time to build con- 
fidence for the future by eliminating 
cranky subscribers as well as un- 
desirable advertisers.

We occasionally see monstrosites 
floating around the antique trade that 
never had any excuse to be in it. We 
refer now to riveted glass. A piece 
came to our attention not long ago 
actually being sold for real money. 
The repair cost for riveting that piece 
of junk was far more than the pieces 
are worth in perfect condition. 

Thirty to forty years ago some- 
body hit upon the idea of drilling 
holes in glass, inserting silver plated 
metal rivets, holding the pieces to- 
gether. Apparently they did a big 
business. In the case of a very rare 
and expensive piece, which could be 
set in a case in a museum where the 
rivets scarcely would be noticed, there 
might be some excuse for it, just to 
preserve the design or the historical 
background. But apparently many 
women in those days, had an over- 
weaning sentiment, so they had the 
commonest type of glass riveted just 
to keep a set, or preserve a piece 
handed down from Grandma. 

Whenever I see one of these I am 
tempted to buy it and break it up in 
the ash can, as a lesson to dealers to 
let the stuff alone. There is not a 
piece outside of a museum that is 
worth 5c, and yet it occasionally 
floats around for sale for real money.

“T am a new subscriber to HOBBIES 
and am enjoying it very much. However, 
it seemed to me that the advertisement 
in a recent issue for oranges and 
grapefruit struck quite a discordant note. 
Not but what I like to eat both of them, 
but I have been thinking what a wonder- 
ful magazine HOBBIES is to be entirely 
devoted to peoples’ hobbies and their ad- 
vertisements. I wonder if there are other 
readers who feel as I do about outside 
advertisements.”’ 

Several years ago, an agency of- 
fered us $350 each for two pages, one 
devoted to whiskey and one to ciga- 
rettes. While we could have used the 
money, we turned it down. We felt 
it would just put us in a class with 
every other magazine. Last month we 
turned down a full page advertise- 
ment for colonia] street lights. These 
were new, made for decorative ef- 
fec. We ran a small ad for these 
before, and there was some objection, 
although not on the grounds they were 
reproductions or illegitimate in any 
way. Some of the readers just thought 
they would be aged by acid and ashes 
and sold for old. When they agreed to 
stamp on them with raised letters 
“Made in 1946” we accepted the ad. 

The fruit grove in question belongs 
to Dr. Nagel of New York who is one 
of the great collectors of the country. 
We did not know how HossiEs would 
pull for him, but thought it might be 
harmless to try it. It does seem, how- 
ever, that HoBBIES readers are as jeal- 
ous as we are of its individuality.

NEWS FROM 
WASHINGTON 


The Secretary of State has trans- 
mitted to Postmaster General Robert 
E. Hannegan a note from the French 
Embassy with relation to the sale on 
the American philatelic market of 
stamps of certain French colonies 
bearing alleged spurious surcharges 
without the knowledge of any French 
authority. The note requests the 
American authorities to take such 
measures as may be necessary to re- 
press these alleged frauds. 

The note from the French Embassy 
points out that these stamps of Saint 
Pierre and Miquelon, of the Cam- 
eroons, and of Senegal have never had 
legal circulation in the colonies of 
origin. 

“They are therefore forgeries,” the 
note states, “and their sale, for this 
reason, is prejudicial to the interests 
of the French Government, as well as 
to the bona-fide purchasers who are 
victims of this fraud.” 

With reference to the stamps of 
Saint Pierre and Miquelon, it is said 
they bear the unauthentic surcharge 
“Oeuvres de mer.” This has been put 
on two vignettes already bearing the 
official surcharge “France Libre.” 
These stamps are the 0.9 france and 
1.4 france of the 1938-40 (Helio-Vau- 
girard) issue presenting the same sub- 
ject (Tortuga Lighthouse), the first 
ultramarine blue, the second brown. 
The subject of the stamp of the Cam- 
eroons (native women) was the issue 
of 1939-1940. The 2 centime stamp 
received the surcharge in red “French 
Cameroons 27-8-40” authorized by 
local decree No. 92 September 12, 
1940. No stamp of this series has re- 
ceived the surcharge F. L. or “France 
Libre.” Consequently, if one is cir- 
culated in the United States, it is 
a forgery. As far as the stamp of 


Senegal bearing a non-official sur- 
charge is concerned, it is a question 
of a denomination of the aviation 
series of Senegal of 1935, the 4.75 
franc, orange. The surcharge would 
be in black, green, blue and red and 
would be as follows: 


“Entr’Aide francais with the mistake 
in agreement ‘‘fancais’’ instead of ‘fran- 
caise’ 95.5 francs.’’ The Governor General 
of French West Africa stated that no 
issue of this kind had been made in his 
colony. Consequently, this stamp, chang- 
ed without the knowledge of any French 
authority, is also a forgery. 


In his reply to the communication from 
the Secretary of State, the Postmaster 
General pointed out that circulation of 
such stamps in philatelic channels had 
not heretofore been brought to the atten- 
tion of his Department, and that due 
warning would be given the philatelic 
— of the existence of such counter- 
eits. 


“If, as a result of the publicity,’’ the 
Postmaster General’ stated, ‘‘definite 
knowledge is obtained as to the exis- 
tence and whereabouts of such stocks of 
counterfeit stamps, a complete invest- 
igation will be ordered and the facts 
turned over to the Secret Service Divi- 
sion, Treasury Department, for prosecu- 
tion. You may assure the French 
Embassy that there exists ample author- 
ity of law for the protection of foreign 
postal administrations in ‘cases of this 
character and that the full cooperation of 
the Post Office Department can be ex- 
pected.’”’

An initial printing of 125,000,000 
has been scheduled.

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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS 


By FRANK C. ROSS 


Fidelitas 


“The one absolutely unselfish friend 
that a man can have in this selfish 
world, the one that never deserts him, 
the one that never proves ungrateful 
or treacherous, is his dog. When 
riches take wings and reputation falls 
to pieces, he is as constant in his love 
as the sun in its journey through the 
heavens.” 

From Senator Vest’s ‘Tribute to a Dog’ 


The truisms in Senator Vest’s trib- 
ute to a dog are not new, they were 
recognized by man centuries ago, and 
what may surprise many, a dog’s 
friendly fidelitas is recorded on an an- 
cient commemorative coin issued more 
than two thousand years ago, a dena- 
rius of the Roman Republic. Thus, 
even though the canine race should 
become extinct, the story of dog’s 
fidelity to man would be preserved and 
live after it, due to a coin. 


Ulysses patted his dog Argus good- 
bye and started forth on the Trojan 
adventure. About twenty years later 
Ulysses returned to his native city a 
much changed and differently dressed 
man, and the only one that recognized 
the returning adventurer was his dog. 
The incident is commemorated on the 
denarius coin before mentioned. On 
one side of the coin, struck by a de- 
scendant of Ulysses, is a bust of Mer- 
cury, an ancestor of Ulysses, and on 
the other side a full length likeness of 
Ulysses greeted by his faithful dog. 

(Thanks to Fred S. Knobloch, New York, for 
plastic replica of coin and his helpful information. 
His coin, over two thousand years old, is in extra 
fine condition). 

Abbreviations 

There has always been considerable 
complaint about too much lettering on 
our coins, the claim being that de- 
signers cannot do their best work on 
coins with so much lettering, 
especially the commemorativecoins, to 
handicap them. There are two ways 
to remedy this, either to omit some of 
the legends, or to abbreviate them. 
But who would want to do either. 
Which of these fixities should we omit, 
United States of America, Liberty, E 
Pluribus Unum, In God We Trust, 
One Dollar. So fixed are they in our 
scheme of coinage that we would not 
wish to spare any of them. Abbrevi- 
ate them? How would you like U. S. 
A.,, bib:, EP: Uz, 3..G: W. T., 2 BD. 

Many foreign coins have quite an 
amount of inscriptions on them, and 


very often in abbreviated form. And 
one of our Mormon coins has the ab- 
breviation G. S. L. C. P. G. for Great 
Salt Lake City Pure Gold. An Eng- 
lish “Lima” coin, 1745-1746, has, in 
abbreviations, one of the longest in- 
scription on British coins: “King of 
Britain, France and Ireland, Defender 
of the Faith, Duke of Brunswick and 
Luneburg, High Treasurer of the 
Holy Roman Empire, and Elector.” 
No wonder it was abbreviated. 

High financiers’ advice has always 
been “don’t tamper with the nation’s 
currency,” and with all due respect 
and apologies to designers, it might 
be good numismatie advice “not to 
tamper with our currencies’ designs 
and legends,” laying special stress on 
“don’t abbreviate.” 


“Right Face” 

The eagle was a “natural” as the 
choice of an emblem to symbolize the 
war strength of our young Republic; 
it was also natura] for engravers to 
place it on our early coins, a prece- 
dent which has continued through the 
years. There has been no set rule as 
to the picturing of the eagle, no stand- 
ardized design. It appears in various 
poses on our coins, the details of the 
designers left to the individual artis- 
try-view of each designer. Examining 
your coins you will note on some the 
eagle faces to its right, others to its 
left, the facing direction of the head 
having no special significance. The 
facing of the eagle to its right may 
become a symbol in itself if the prece- 
dent of the eagle on Mr. Truman’s 
new presidential flag is adhered to, 
and in the near future our coins may 
all have the eagle doing a “right 
face.” Referring to President Tru- 
man’s new flag, a White House an- 
nouncement said “the eagle now not 
only faces to its right—the direction 
of honor—but also towards the olive 
branches of peace which it holds in 
its talon. Formerly the eagle faced 
toward the arrows in its left talon— 
“arrows symbolic of war.” 

To paraphrase Teddy Roosevelt’s 
advice: we may be “speaking softly” 
in facing our eagle towards the olive 
branch, but we are still “carrying a 
big stick” in that bunch of arrows. 
Little Poul the Meal Ticket 

Of the many folk-lore stories of the 
money family, none is more fascinat- 
ing than that of Little Poul of Af- 
ghanistan. Little Poul, a copper coin, 


has about the same monetary value as 
one of our one mill state tax tokens, 
but what it lacks in monetary value is 
made up for in its beneficent worth. 
About 1861 the Afghanistan govern- 
ment struck a large number of these 
coins for the convenience of the mart 
which was greatly in need of small 
change. With so many minted, and 
less than a hundred years old, these 
little pouls should be plentiful, but 
instead they are quite rare, and the 
cause of the rarity is that the restau- 
rateurs have waged a war of liquida- 
tion against them since their birth. 
According to the story, a few cen- 
turies before the advent of the 1861 
pouls, a wise and beneficent ruler en- 
acted a law that every restaurant or 
eating place must accept, when ten- 
dered from a poor or needy customer, 
one poul in payment of a meal, re- 
gardless of what the meal check called 
for. This was to abolish hunger in 
the country; something on the order 
of our gratis tickets for the bread- 
line or charitable eating places. When 
the 1861 pouls were issued, some one 
resurrected this ancient law, and as 
it had never been revoked, was de- 
clared in full force and effect, and 
taken advantage of by many of the 
populace. This worked a hardship on 
the proprietors of eating places, and 
they made it their business to destroy 
every one of the pouls, “meal-tickets,” 
they could lay their hands on, and 
so relentless has been their efforts 
that the premium value now on the 
coins probably exceeds their meal 
value. 


The Handy Nickel 


“The 5-cent notes are going out of 
circulation and the new 5-cent coins 
are coming in. Two million of these 
little shiners are turned out every 
month at the Philadephia Mint, but 
as yet few of them have have reached 
this part of the world. A 10-cent coin 
is also much needed. The government 
should withdraw all paper money of 
a less denomination than 25 cents.” 
A new item of 1867. 

This would indicate that the gov- 
ernment was depending on the new 
style nicke] to redeem the fractional 
currency of less than 25-cents, as 
there were over 45,000,000 of them 
struck during 1866 and 1867, and only 
259,350 of silver half-dimes and 290, 
350 dimes. The five cent piece is the 
handy man of our coinage; it just 
seems to fit in every place. It is a 
favorite with spenders and with num- 
ismatists. It is a popular coin for 
beginners, for a type set can be 
formed at almost face value of the 
coins. Just to give an idea of its 
usefulness, there were 390,519,000 
nickels struck at the Mints in 1943.

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Recollections of An Old Collector 


By THOMAS L. ELDER 


He Sells “Fifty-Fifty” 

What do you mean by “fifty-fifty?” 
you ask. It is like this. A big dealer 
who sells only to other dealers has 
made it a rule not to sell a dealer or 
cataloguer a large order of only 
United States Coins. He makes the 
buyer take on other lines such as 
Colonials, Greek, Roman, and Foreign 
silver. His idea is not bad. He wants 
to see collectors get out of the beaten 
rut of just collecting dates. His is a 
plan to help collecting and should be 
encouraged. There simply are not 
enough fine and rare U. §S. coins to go 
around and sticking to only that line 
does not help collecting or disseminate 
knowledge. It tends only to raise 
prices in a single line and to keep 

collecting in a limited and humdrum 
scope. 
Coin Quiz 

Father: I have a fourteen-year old 
son. Would collecting coins help or 
benefit him? 

Old Collector: Most certainly it 
would, and he would derive much 
pleasure and even business experience 
if he took full advantage of its op- 
portunities. 

Father: Explain a little—I don’t 
quite understand. 

Old Collector: To be a successful 
and full-fledged coin collector one 
should have at least a fairly good 
education. To become a collector of 
classical or ancient coins your son 
should study Latin and have some 
little knowledge of Greek, as well as 
Roman and Greek history. He should 
understand that many of our common 
English words come from the Greek 
and Latin languages. _ 

Father: What other knowledge is 
needed? 

Old Collector: Best of all, a knowl- 
edge of history, and in the case of 
American History a real love for it 
if your son collects American Colonial 
and Continental coins or paper money. 

Father: It seems to me all this 
quest must take a lot of money—ready 
outlay to start a collection. 

Old Collector: You are mistaken 
there. Some modest collections may 
be started for as little as $25. 

Father: Explain. How could that 
be?

Old Collector: Well, the outlays de- 
pend of course on the classes of coins 
collected. Naturally it would take 
hundreds of dollars to start a gold 
coin collection in these days; but with 
things like small U. S. cents or five- 
cent nickels it is different because you 
could add to the nucleus of a collec- 
tion of these by taking coins from 
circulation. 


Father: Please enumerate some of 
the outlays necessary to commence a 
collection, to form some sort of a basis. 


Old Collector: Roughly, here are 
the figures, subject of course to what 
extent the tyro wants to go into coin 
collecting. To start small collections 
the following sums could be used; 
Roman coins $150; Greek silver coins 
$250; Mediaeval coins $150; Modern 
foreign silver $200; U. S. silver coins 
$250; American Colonial and Conti- 
nental coins $200; Large U. S. Cents 
$100; U. S. Half Cents $100; Half 
Dollars $200; Quarters $100; "Dimes 
$100; Half Dimes $100; Five-cent 
nickels $50; Three-cent nickels $50; 
Small U. S. Cents $25. 

Father: Some of these beginnings 
wouldn’t break me financially. What 
classes do you recommend for my son 
to collect? 


Old Collector: That depends on his 
tastes and inclinations. If he likes 
history, then by all means. start him 
on as ancient and modern coins in 
foreign and Colonials in American. 
If his tastes run like the average col- 
lector in our midst, then he could col- 
lect U. S. series. 

Father: What other benefits can 
be derived by my boy from coin col- 
lecting? 

_ Old Collector: One of the outstand- 
ing advantages gained would be an 
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intimate knowledge of the value of 
money. By this I mean the virtues 
of saving his money and not recklessly 
spending it. I hardly know of any- 
thing better to teach a boy to save his 
money than coin collecting. You re- 
member the wise admonition of the 
great rairoad builder James J. Hill. 
Said he, “Unless a boy learns to save, 
no difference how little, the seeds of 
success do not lie within him.” It is 
necessary to plant early in life within 
the mind of the young that they must 
save their money. Don’t forget the 
statistics show only 10% of people 
after sixty are solvent and self-sup- 
porting. The others have to be sup- 
ported either by relatives or by the 
government. It is a grave commen- 
tary on the wasteful proclivities of 
mankind. 

Father: What if he got tired of his 
collecting after a while and wanted 
to quit? 

Old Collector: Every effort should 
be made to keep the collecting spirit 
alive and going and your son should 
be encouraged to collect and to always 
have a collection. However, if the 
time ever came when he could no 
longer collect, then comes the time 
when there’s proof of “eating one’s 
cake and having it too’ for he could 
sell his collection. If he were a care- 
ful and shrewd buyer he could sell for 
a good deal more than he paid, par- 
ticularly in view of the steady advance 
in coin prices and values in recent 
years— which advances are apt to 
continue for more years to come.

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metals, and patterns of the same. I 
know of no European’ country 
which is striking gold coins at this 
time, due to war and post war condi- 
tions. The 20 france pieces were is- 
sued at various mints, so indicated 
by letters, animals, and other objects. 
The coins of Louis XV also had many 
mints marks on them. 

During Napoleon I’s last days he 
issued a 20 Franc gold for the sombre 
days of Waterloo, dated 1815. I be- 
lieve Louis XVIII came out with one 
of either that date or 1814. The 1815 
silver and gold of Napoleon is scarce 
and marked his last issues of coins of 
any kind. 

At this time we read of certain 
G. I.’s who have been making a busi- 
ness of gathering gold and gold coins 
from various points and taking them 
to Europe where there is a market 
which is higher than ever known in 
history. I learned on good authority 
from a New York coin dealer that a 
party in Belgium was offered $65 U.S. 
for a gold sovereign of George V and 
big prices from ten to fifteen times its 
value for the 20 france piece. Others 
offered by various people at $14.50 
were snapped up in New York. I wrote 
a St. Louis dealer recently and asked 
him if he had any 20 franc gold coins. 
He replied that certain dealers in the 
East had cleaned him out of such coins 
at $14.50. These included some Swiss 
20 franes, which seem just as popu- 
lar nowadays as the French piece. 

These G, I.’s who have been combing 
the Orient for gold are doing quite a 
business at times, so we read in maga- 
zines, They go to Haiffa, Bagdad, and 
Cairo and exchange perfume for gold 
and gold coins. The gold seems easier 
to get at those Oriental points than 
in Europe itself, which values it ex- 
tremely and gives anything made of 
gold a fantastic value. The sums 
realized seem to be rather immense 
if we can believe the stories going 
around. Mexico, at this moment, 
seems to be the only country with a 
gold coinage. It is believed Mexico 
mines quite a good deal of gold. 

Mexico recently marked up gold 10 
percent. As to our own gold coins, the 
$20 unit seems to have about dis- 
appeared and one may be sure that 
the French 20 franc coin is not going 
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than it is. It is equally certain that 
practically no gold is coming to 
America from Europe at the present 
time and there are strict laws against 
the exportation of gold. Whether the 
licensing of rare gold is still allowed 
or not I do not know. The only coin I 
ever got licensed was years before 
the war when I shipped an old half 
eagle of about 1800 to our own 
Hawaii. The trouble was so great fil- 
ling out blanks that I made up my 
mind, no more sending of gold cvins 
by me. 


Pulse of the Coin Market 


The present coin prices present an 
interesting spectacle. Here and there 
some very high record prices are be- 
ing reported, while there still seems 
to be some few moderate buys, even 
in desirable U. §. coins. The coin sales 
show a backing and filling with some 
wide fluctuations in prices of lots. 


This writer has found coin sales a 
very good buying medium for shrewd 
and persistent bidders—those who will 
not be scared:by here-and-there a high 
price record at auction but who keep 
on bidding and biding their time to 
secure a desirable lot when the auc- 
tion room goes to sleep as it some- 
times does. The more absolute the 
sale, the more likelihood of a collec-

been owned by a Company incorporat-_ 


ed as the “Lamson & Goodnow Manu- 
facturing Company,” with E. G. Lam- 
son, President, A. F. Goodnow, 
Treasurer, and J. W. Gardner, Agent. 
They employ nearly five hundred 
workmen, and produce Cutlery to the 
amount of $600,000 annually. 

In 1858, Mr. E. G. Lamson pur- 
chased the Armory at Windsor, Ver- 
mont, where the first rifles were made 
by machinery to use the Minic ball or 
its equivalent, and where the greater 
part of the machinery and tools were 
made that are now in use in the 
principal armory in England, at En- 
field, near Woolwich. Here he, in 
association with E. E. Lamson, under 
the name of E. G. Lamson & Com- 
pany, is now making Springfield 
rifled muskets largely, having con- 
tracted in 1861 to supply the Govern- 
ment with fifty thousand of these wea- 
pons, nearly all of which have been 
delivered and approved. They also 
manufacture all kinds~of machinery 
for making guns and pistols, having 
patterns and drawings of every thing 
necessary to fit out a complete 
Armory. They are now engaged in

rifle, the ball carbine constructed on 
the repeating principle, which has 
been fired nine times in eleven 
seconds, as a repeater: and without 
using the repeating principle, it has 
been fired twenty times per minute. 
This is the most rapid shooting of 
which we are advised. This rifle has 
been tested by order of the Ordnance 
Department, and has been recom- 
mended as a most efficient weapon 
for soldiers’ use. It belongs to the 
class called “magazine guns,” the 
magazine being in the stock under the 
barrel. Experts who have examined 
almost all of the different kinds of 
breech-loading guns have expressed 
a preference for this, and even pre- 
dict that it will inaugurate as import- 
ant an era in the history of firearms 
as did the invention of Colt’s revolver. 
The repeating principle of this gun 
will be applied to pistols. 


Ever since the invention of firearms 
the attention of ingenious men has 
been directed to the discovery of a 
perfect weapon loading at the breech. 
If our countrymen have succeeded in 
making a perfect weapon of this kind 
they will be entitled to the credit of 
having made an invention second only 
in importance to the invention of gun- 
powder. With such a weapon, an army 
lying on the ground and almost pro- 
tected from harm, could pour into its 
antagonist a “sheet of flame and 
shower of lead” that none could with- 
stand.

pressing or conscripting one addition- 
al man, would be invincible by any foe 
armed with the ordinary musket or 
rifle, and standing exposed while 
“drawing ramrod” and going through 
the ceremonial required in loading at 
the muzzle after each single shot. Dis- 
tinguished generals have expressed 
the opinion that the adoption of a 
weapon of proper construction, loaded 
at the breech, would double the 
effective force of an army, but in this 
instance common sense is quite equal 
to the most mature military experi- 
ence. It is believed that the officers of 
the government are now taking all of 
this class of arms that can be manu- 
factured, but if it can be proven that 
they are not, the next generation will 
not judge them with the leniency of 
the present.

(1) Major-General Rosecrans, in a 
letter dated November 13th, 1863, 
stated; “The Government has already 
become convinced that breech-loading, 
revolving chambered, or __ single- 
charged arms, should be used for 
cavalry and other mounted troops.

tor picking up something for a fair 
price. 


The late Henry Chapman, a veter- 
an cataloguer, confessed to me that 
not all sale records can be kept high. 
He knew the facts about auctions, if 
anyone did! Sales often present a 
very good average in records, which 
does not mean all records are high. 
Some desirable things go almost un- 
noticed at auction. As late as 1937 
this writer bought at auction an abso- 
lutely uncirculated fillet-head silver 
dollar of 1795 for $15. Such a price 
is, of course, a joke. The coin is 
worth nearly $100 today. In that 
case, the salesroom went to sleep. But 
what can you expect when the 1856, 
uncirculated, was selling for only $25 
or $30? Yes, within the last seven or 
eight years! At last the market on 
that cent has wakened. 


Sale prices often depend on the 
boosting ability of the cataloguer, and 
believe me, this quality is not at all 
uniform. Some cataloguing is done in 
too much of a hurry, with data and 
favorable comment which was due or 
could have been made, entirely 
omitted. That is the test of a cata- 
loguer’s ability and when rare coins 
are slighted, the cataloguer shows 
either ignorance or carelessness, 


Let me cite the case of the U. S. 
half-dollars. The notable collection 
of Colonel Green has been nearly all 
sold, and so many were there of them 
in uncirculated condition that some 
collectors lost sight of their desirabil- 
ity and rarity in their especially choice 
condition. The uncirculated ones are 
all scarce and at this time they 
are easily worth $3 per coin and 
much more for earlier dates. By stick- 
ing around and persevering, collect- 
ors can add here and there a desir- 
able coin at a moderate price. 


The Green collection of dollars has 
almost all changed hands and is now 
in the hands of collectors. Some Green 
patterns are to come into the market 
also as desirable lots have been sold 
to dealers recently. The recent price 
of $4,000 for the U. S. half eagle of 
1815 shows big collectors are buying 
rarities in the U. S. gold series, while 
a scarcity of U. S. eagles and half 
eagles before 1815 is reported to me. 
The demand for U. S. double eagles, 
three-dollar and one-dollar gold coins 
is unabated. I get this from several 
sources both East and West. A Texas 
dealer recently sold some of the com- 
monest of threes for $20 per coin, 
while the supply remains the smallest 
in years.

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My Friend, Alfred Edward Housman

George Calderon, the painter, after 
meeting Housman at a friend’s house, 
remarked as his host accompanied 
him downstairs, “Well, so far, from 
believing that man wrote such a poem 
A Shropshire Lad, I shouldn’t even 
have thought him capable of reading 
it!” 


To none of his friends, among whom 
the present writer proudly numbered 
himself one, did Housman ever look 
or talk like a poet. A a matter of 
fact, he took a rather perverse delight 
in this, seeming to depreciate the ar- 
tist in himself and to be scornful of 
temperament. This may explain why 
he had more academic than artistic 
friends. He preferred a companion 
with whom he could discuss scholarly 
problems rather than one who might 
be expected to understand and probe 
his inner self from which poetry 
sprang. 


After remarking that Housman had 
one quality in common with W. H. 
Hudson, the author of Green Man- 
sions, namely, that his viewpoint 
could never be gauged beforehand, Sir 


William Rothenstein told the present’ 


writer: 

“On more than one occasion I was 
Housman’s guest at Cambridge. He 
was the only conservative poet I 
knew, one who had little patience 
with idealism, vague or otherwise. I 
always delighted in his grim, dry com- 
ments; and as I had no claim to pre- 
cise scholarship, he was ever a most 
indulgent listener. JI remember that 
his rooms at Trinity College, like his 
talk, his meticulous dress, and his 
austere bachelor ways, rejected all 
ornament. But at the High Table, 
and in the Common-Room afterwards, 
there was nothing grim in his taste. 
He was the best of hosts, and a sure 
judge of wine.” 

Rothenstein once showed the writer 
his copy of the Shropshire Lad in 
which the inimitable Max Beerbohm 
had written thus: ve 
“Thomas Hardy and A. BE. Housman 

How compare either of this grim twain? 
Each has an equal knack, 

Hardy prefers the pill that’s blue, 
Housman the draught that’s black.” 

Despite his apparent lack of hu- 
manness—which was only apparent— 
those whom he admitted to friendship 
well knew what a faithful companion 
Housman made. Whenever he stayed 
in London, he was in the habit of en- 
tertaining at the Cafe Royal; the food 
and wine were carefully chosen—for 
he had a superfine palate. After din- 


ner he always liked to attend the best 
current play. 

With strangers, however, it was dif- 
ferent. Housman once lived at High- 
gate from whence he traveled by train 
to Gower Street and his classes at 
University College. The story goes 
that one day someone jumped into the 
railway carriage in which he was rid- 
ing and tried to commence a conversa- 
tion. The very next afternoon he 
moved to Pinner, which was a section 
within walking distance of the Uni- 
versity! 

Once finding themselves in the 
neighborhood of Housman’s Pinner 
lodgings, Rothenstein and his wife 
called on him, much to his house- 
keeper’s alarm, for such a thing had 
never happened before. But none the 
less Housman made them most cor- 
dially welcome, and while they were 
having tea and scones, told his artist 
how repellent he appeared to himself 
in Rothenstein’s drawings. 

About 1915 there was hung in Trin- 
ity College Library, a Rothenstein 
drawing of Housman which the poet 
heartily disliked. Thereafter Hous- 
man seldom went into the library— 
possibly because he had all the books 
that he needed in his own personal 
collection but more likely because he 
didn’t want to see the picture. Fin- 
ally in 1933 he sought, and obtained 
permission, to substitute for the draw- 
ing another by the same artist and 
promptly put the one that displeased 
him in the fire! Thereafter he again 
began to frequent the library, and 
while browsing around he would usu- 
ally select some eighteenth century 
memoir to take to his rooms. He was 
especially fond of the letter writers 
such as Madame de Sevigne, Du Def- 
fand, and Horace Walpole. 

Another artist to draw the poet was 
Reginald Gleadowe who did his por- 
trait for Trinity College. He tells the 
author: 

“He talked first about Ruskin at 
Oxford, and then of wine, of which, 
of course, he was a rare connoisseur. 
He chatted easily most of the time, 
and was so lively that I felt I had a 
good chance of getting something of 
his true character into the drawing. 
As I started drawing I asked him: 

“What about your time?’ He 
thought I said ‘tie,’ and replied, 

“‘*Ready-made, half-a-crown, fast- 
ened with a clip behind. I'll take it 
off, if you like.’ 

“When I was drawing his ear I 
remarked on its interesting shape. 


“‘Ordinary criminal type, surely, 
said he. 

“Altogether, I found it very hard 
to square his appearance with what 
I knew of him and his poetry, much 
of which I knew by heart.” 

Professor Alfred W. Pollard of the 
University of London, who was per- 
haps Housman’s closest friend, told 
the author that after 1889 he saw 
comparatively little of the poet, 
though they occasionally corresponded 
and there was a jolly interlude when 
their common friend, Herbert Jackson 
who had left England to assume 
charge of a native college in Allaba- 
had, reached home on leave. Both he 
and Housman dined and slept at Pol- 
lard’s house. When Pollard retired 
after an hilarious evening he found 
an apple-pie bed awaiting him and 
he remembers that Housman was a 
fellow victim, though to this day there 
is a strong suspicion in his mind that 
the staid professor of Latin was the 
one responsible! 

Among those attending Housman’s 
Inaugural Lecture in 1911 for his 
Trinity Professorship was John Mase- 
field, who strongly felt that some- 
how Houseman took his presence as a 
recognition that he had at last turned 
his defeat at Oxford (his initial fail- 
ure to obtain a degree) into a brilliant 
victory. And when Housman became 
an Honorary Fellow of St. John’s Col- 
lege, his satisfaction was complete. 
On going to Oxford to receive this 
honor, he was given a royal welcome. 
The speech of thanks surprised all the 
dons, fellows, and students by its 
geniality. The latter especially re- 
lished the pungent way in which he 
expressed disapproval of rival schol- 
ars’ claims. One was characterized as 
“liar and slave,” while he dismissed 
another as guilty of “a long record 
of conjectures which dishonor the 
human intelligence —he prefers the 
worst conjectures of the worst critics.” 

“Whilst I was talking to an old 
tramp in Gloucestershire one after- 
noon,” Masefield told the present 
writer, “I noticed a book sticking out 
of his pocket. 

“What are you reading?’ I in- 
quired. 

“*Some grand poetry,’ he replied, 
extracting a torn and greasy copy of 
the Shropshire Lad from his pocket. 
As I examined the grubby little vol- 
ume, he recited ‘Bredon Hill,’ per- 
fectly.” 

Masefield and Housman did not see 
much of each other other in the last 
years, but their devotion was undi- 
minished. Masefield feels that he 
owes Housman many and great debts, 
and can never be grateful enough for 
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the constant inspiration which the 
friendship inspired. 

Percy Withers, who accompanied 
Housman on innumerable walks 
around Cambridge, writes: 

“Housman rarely or ever com- 
mented on the views he encountered; 
in fact he seemed curiously limited in 
his appreciation of landscape; one 
short visit to the Scottish Highlands 
satisfied him, and he never went to 
our glorious Lake Country. But flow- 
ers and trees he knew extremely well; 
birds not at all—a deficiency due, he 
told me, not to imperfect vision, but 
to slowness of visual perception. His 
knowledge of trees especially included 
the most unsuspected and out of the 
way facts.” 

The late E. F, Benson met Housman 
at a Pepys Dinner given at Magdalene 
College, and upon returning home 
wrote his parody of “Loveliest of 
Trees” here first published, 


Chilliest of Trees the cherry now 
Is hung with snow along the bough: 
And stands about the woodland ride 
Wearing white for Eastertide. 


So now I think it would be best 
To don my very thickest vest: 
And if of vests I had a score: 
I would not leave one in the drawer. 


And since there’s nothing yet in bloom 

But all is wrapt in icy gloom, 

About the woodland I will go 

To see the cherry hung with snow. 

In giving the author this parody 
Mr. Benson said it was “written on 
the occasion of a bitterly cold, snowy 
Easter.” 

Housman derived much pleasure 
from Andre Maurois’ Disraeli. Mr. 
Maurois writes from his temporary 
exile in New York. 

“When I gave the Clark Lectures 
at Cambridge in 1928, Housman hon- 
ored me by attending my lectures on 
the biographer’s technique. I admire 
profoundly his poetry. When I tried 
to tell him of my admiration I found 
a man of such modesty, that to speak 
of his poetry caused him extreme dis- 
comfort. The poet had no wish to be 
thought more than a scholar.”

A recent group of rare books ac- 
quired by the San Antonio Public 
Library for its Hertzberg collection 
includes, among others, a much 
desired copy of the authorized King 
James Bible, printed in London in 
1611. This copy happens to be one of 
the first issue of the first edition, 
which differs from later issues in that 
in the last line of Ruth, Chapter 3, 
verse 15, the text reads: “He went 
into the citie.” All later issues read: 
“She went into the citie.” For this 
reason the copy acquired by the 
library is known as the “Great He” 
Bible. 

Along with the King James Bible, 
the library purchased a copy of 
Joseph Strutt’s “Complete View of 
the Dress and Habits of the People 
of England,” which was printed in

Californian Leans to 
the Fourth: Estate 


W. R. Humphries of Pasadena has a 
collection of old newspapers dating 
back to 1942 which shows that the 
freedom and independence of the 
press is far greater now than it used 
to be. There was a time when news- 
papers were forbidden to print any- 


thing political, good, bad or 
indifferent. 
Read what Lee Shippey, popular 


columnist on the Los Angeles Times, 
recently said about it: ; 

“In the collection are newspapers 
telling of a paper and rag drive 
organized by George Washington. In 
1777 the General Assembly of the 
State of Rhode Island passed a law 
making price ceilings on rum, shaves, 
and horse hire. Wages were set, 
caulkers being in the top bracket at 
7 shillings a day. Rationing: not more 
than two dishes of meat a day. In 
1779 a resolution was passed in Mas- 
sachusetts to prevent families from 
having on hand more than a year’s 
provisions. The National Intelligencer 
tells that in 1815 every youth arriv- 
ing at the age of 18 was provided 
with a ‘stand of arms’ by the Govern- 
ment and was enrolled in the militia. 

“In 1822 you could send a single 
letter (one page) 30 miles for six 
cents. A double letter cost 10 cents. 
That year, according to the Boston 


Commercial Gazette, imprisonment 
for debt was abolished. On July 31, 
1827, The West Baptist Society 


advertized a $10,000 lottery in the 
National Intelligencer. On March 15, 
1848, The San Francisco, Californian 
mentioned the discovery of gold at 
Sutter’s Mill, but the editor seemed 
less excited about it than about his 
own offer of $100 to anyone who could 
promote better mail service to the 
isolated village of Los Angeles. But 
by 1849 The Boston Atlas was worry- 
ing that the great influx of gold from 
California was going to upset every- 
thing and the gold probably would 
become valueless.”

In the accompanying article we 
illustrate the various types of Indian 
mounds found in the eastern half of 
the United States. In the accompany- 
ing illustration (upper) is shown a 
beautiful view of a small part of the 
Hansen mounds near “The Dells” in 
Wisconsin. 





This group of mounds are all of the 
effigy type, which are very common 
in Wisconsin. In fact, very few effigy 
mounds are found elsewhere. 


At some ancient time the Wisconsin 
river ran just under the hill upon 
which are located the Hansen Mounds. 
At present the river is about two 
miles away. 


No burials of any sort have ever 
been found at this site to date, as it 
was used wholly as a ceremonial, pos- 
sibly as a sacred area. 


In the (lower) view of the illustra- 
tion is shown a small mound located 
at the north end of Wooster Lake, IIl. 
This mound is somewhat weathered 
down and quite ——- was opened 6 
years ago.

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OLD EVEN WHEN NEW

During the late World conflict 
Morse Brownell Pringle, Florida, an 
engineer by profession, was commis- 
sioned to construct airplane landing 
fields in the far, cold corners of 
Siberia. In the process of excava- 
tion, the remains of several prehis- 
toric woolly mammoths were unearth- 
ed in a well preserved state. Enormous 
tusks each of which weighed several 
hundred pounds, were found in a par- 
ticularly fine state of preservation. 

According to scientists the woolly 
mammoth has been extinct for from 
750 thousand to a million years. Due 
to its burial in the earth for this 
tremendous period of time, the ivory 
has changed in color, and it ranges 
from a rich cream to a royal blue with 
varying degrees of brown in between, 
including a rare chocolate color. 

Mr. Pringle secured permission to 
have a portion of this ivory removed 
to the United States, and it was flown 
to Alaska and from there to his head- 
quarters in Florida.

mals carved from prehistoric ivory, 
he said to himself. Inasmuch as Mr. 
Pringle’s hobby for years had been 
carving, the ivory fitted into the pic- 
ture very beautifully. The next thing 
was research. He searched the libr- 
aries for descriptions of these mon- 
sters of ancient times. The result 
was that he carved from the ivory a 
zoo that perhaps has never been 
equaled, because it contains models 
of a group of creatures which roam- 
ed the earth hundreds of centuries 
ago. 

I would not attempt to give you the 
names of all of these beasts. My 
typewriter couldn’t make the grade in 
the spelling. However there are about 
50 different species included in this 
remarkable exhibition. Also included 
is a complete family of Neanderthal 
so-called humans, which had _ the 
pleasure of trying to live during those 
days of the cumbersome mammoth. 


Mr. Pringle has hopes of seeing his 
creation incorporated eventually in 
the display case of some famous mu- 
seum. He is still hunting for other 
data on long forgotten creatures so 
that he may add to his beautiful work. 

Recently he was persuaded to use 
the fragments of this rare ivory, of 
which he has several cigar boxes full, 
in the carving of tiny miniatures. To 
date he has produced pipes, canes, 
shoe horns, letter openers, books and 
tiny figurines. He even has a self 
portrait in the shape of a miniature 
bust. He has many other ideas just 
waiting to be put into actual creation. 

I think that I am safe in saying 
that any one of this gentleman’s min- 
iatures can be considered very old 
even when very new.

English Plate or solid silver, is al- 
ways found with the hall-mark, and it 
is easy to establish its identity. Hall- 
marks, date marks, and the maker’s 
mark, are the important devices to 
look for. These establish the silver 
content, the year of making, and the 
maker’s mark as a guarantee of gen- 
uineness. Hall-marking of English 
silver has been compulsory for cen- 
turies, for it discouraged fraudulent 
practices. Offenders when discovered 
were severely punished, and several 
instances are known where death was 
the penalty paid. , 

Old Sheffield Plate also denotes 
English ware. Though it has a base 
of ‘copper, the word “Sheffield” has 
been added to distinguish the fus- 
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ing of silver on copper, from the solid 
silver plate. Old Sheffield plate has 
a distinct fascination for many collec- 
tors, for besides being desirable as a 
collection, it carries the added lustre 
of the oft-repeated but charming tale 
of its discovery. For the benefit of 
those who have not heard this story, 
it will again bear telling. 

It seems that in 1742, Thomas Bol- 
sover of Sheffield, England,- while 
mending a silver knife handle, used 
a piece of copper to hold the edges 
until the heat should weld them to- 
gether. Turning his attention else- 
where for a time, the knife handle was 
left too long in the intense heat, until 
suddenly he found that the copper and 
silver had fused and were inseparable. 
While not a skilled silversmith, Bol- 
sover nevertheless realized that the 
possibilities of this discovery might 
be far-reaching, as indeed they were, 
for the making of Sheffield plate was 
later to revolutionize the industry. 

Though he worked tirelessly to per- 
fect his discovery, he did not materi- 
ally profit from it, for his neglected 
business suffered and he soon failed. 
However, the experiments were car- 
ried on by a young apprentice, Josiah 
Hancock, who was later to bring 
Sheffield Silver to public attention, 
and to add considerable glory to Eng- 
lish silversmiths. 


It was destined to success from the 
very beginning, for having a base of 
copper, it was cheaper to manufac- 
ture, and was thus within the means 
of the less opulent families. The nob- 
les and wealthy patrons also took a 
fancy to this Sheffield plate, with the 
result that as time passed, a heavier 
content of silver was added. The de- 
signs were as painstakingly wrought 
as in the solid plate, which made it 
become more desirable and conse- 
quently more costly. Many collectors 
prefer their Sheffield pieces with the 
lovely glint of copper shining through 
the silver, indicating years of service. 


Coin silver is exactly what the 
name implies, for it is silver made of 
coin of the realm. In early days, be- 
fore the time of banks, the silver- 
smith, a man ranking high in his 
community, often acted as temporary 
banker. <A bag of silver coins not 
necessary for immediate use, would be 
taken to the silversmith, who would 
melt it into bullion, and then fashion 
from it, beautiful articles of hollow 
ware or flat silver for its owner. Sil- 
ver thus converted, was less liable to 
theft than bags of coins, for if these 
pieces were stolen, they could readily 
be identified by the silversmith whose 
mark they bore, and could be traced 
to their rightful owner. Another ad- 
vantage was that in times of stress, 
or when a new “venture” was pend- 
ing, these pieces could again be melted 
into bullion, to serve as a financial 
backlog, provided of course, that one’s 
wife would not rebel at having her 
treasures whisked away so unceremo- 
niously. Should the “venture” prove 
profitable, the bullion could then be 
fashioned into silver service of the 
prevailing fashion.

Tantalite 

This extremely heavy, black miner- 
al is to be looked for in pegmatite, or 
sometimes granite. The only domestic 
source of supply of importance is 
South Dakota, although some has 
been found in Colorado. Imported 
material comes from a huge moun- 
tainous area extending through the 
states of Paraiba and Rio Grande de 
Norte, Brazil. This entire region is 
crossed by great numbers of pegmat- 
ite dikes which project above the gen- 
eral surface and sometimes take odd 
forms which make them easily lo- 
cated.

The trouble with mining tantalite 
is that there is only a small amount 
in a place and the localities are ‘widely 
scattered. You will not wonder at the 
high price when you learn that an 
average of 3,000 tons of rock have to 
be removed in order to obtain one 
ton of tantalite, which is a little pile 
that doesn’t look like anything. After 
the ore is mined, it has to be crush- 
ed, washed, and sorted and prepared 
for shipment, and this takes a man 
about 130 days. Everything has to be 
done by hand and each individual 
piece has to be hand scrubbed and 
any foreign matter removed before it 
can be shipped by plane to the U. S. 

When we come to the uses of the 
metal tantalum, we can only pass on 
the small amount of information that 
has been given out up to date. It has 
a great ability to absorb gas and this 
makes it of special value in the manu- 
facture of electronic tubes.

each piece is botryoidal or stalacti- 
tic. As one collector said, “It looks as 
if it had melted and started to drop. 

The body of each specimen is a 
very dark brown, but one hardly 
notices that because the surface is a 
wonderful shiny black. We are even 
suspected of sitting up nights polish- 
ing pieces with shoe-blacking. We sit 
up nights all right but we can rarely 
find time to polish our own shoes, 
much less minerals. Fortunately 
nature did this job for us and she 
certainly produced an_ interesting 
effect that we know you will want to 
see. 

The mineral appears to be goethite 
but it is quite different from any we 
have seen before. It formed the sur- 
face of the inside of a cavity and the 
amount available is strictly limited, 
which means that most of the collec- 
tors in the U. S. who will want a 
piece will be out of luck. 

Epidote and Men

One of the things we like about 
nature is that she doesn’t consider it 
a sin to be different. In fact she is 
always springing a surprise of some 
kind. She seems to realize that same- 
ness leads to monotony, stagnation 
and death. All progress arises as a 
result of differences and so she ex- 
periments. Sometimes the experiment 
is a failure but if it is a success, it 
may lead to a new species and a 
higher type of life. 

What has all this to do with epi- 
dote? We have been going over a 
shipment of this mineral that is so 
different from the ordinary type of 
epidote that it started us off on this 
train of thought. Each piece consists 
almost entirely of small crystals all 
broken up, mixed together and well 
worth having in the collection. 

Epidote is a mineral with an inter- 
esting past. It comes into existence 
as a result of titanic natural forces 
which lead to the metamorphism and 
complete change of pre-existing min- 
erials. When the intense heat and 
pressure of intruding molten rocks 
acts upon ancient sedimentary forma- 
tions, epidote will usually form if

there is any lime present, because it 
is a calcium silicate also containing 
both iron and aluminum. 


Epidote is of a peculiar color known 
as pistachio-green. It melts quite 
easily, forming a magnetic globule. 
The hardness is variable, sometimes 
being six and at other times as much 
as seven, like quartz. The specific 
gravity runs from 3.25 to 3.5. 

Our specimens comes from near 
Riverside, Calif., a locality mention- 
ed by Dana. It consists of selected 
lumps of well cemented crystal frag- 
ments of a pleasing appearance. 


Crestmore Again 

We have been confined so closely to 
the city for months that when a 
friend invited us to go to Crestmore 
for the day, we could hardly sleep 
the night before. It was a beautiful 
trip. The sky was cloudless and the 
temperature just right. Lupines and 
poppies were in blossom by the road- 
side and meadowlarks were singing 
on the fence posts. Luck was with us 
for operations had been suspended for 
the day and we were told that we 
could go into the Wet Weather 
Quarry and help ourselves to any- 
thing we wanted. 


Crestmore, Calif., as most of our 
readers know, is the second most im- 
portant mineral locality in America 
from the standpoint of the number of 
different minerals found there and 
the number of new minerals that have 
been discovered during quarrying 
operations. The most prominent fea- 
ture of the landscape is Sky Blue 
Hill, named for the blue calcite for 
which the locality has long been 
noted. The sides of the hill have been 
eaten away as operations have pro- 
gressed, but the center consists of 
rock of no value for making cement 
so it will probably always remain as a 
landmark where future generations 
of “rockhounds” will dig, hoping to 
find some fragment of value. 

The Crestmoreite locality is sur- 
rounded by much rock of little value 
and we hope it will not pay to work 
that side of the hill. It would be a 
fine thing if it could be left for the 
benefit of collectors. 

The Wet Weather Quarry is on the 
northeast side of the hill and it has 
been worked until it has become a 
great pit far below the level of the 
old Commercial Quarry. The latter 
remains as a bench that is practical- 
ly unchanged since the pictures were 
taken that have appeared in various 
publications during recent years. 

It is always interesting to get at 
freshly quarried material as one never 
knows what he will find, and we broke 
rock until we could no longer swing a 
sledge. As a result we obtained a 
number of interesting specimens for 
our Crestmore collection although 
nothing that could be called rare. 
However we did get a small amount 
of one mineral that is of interest. 

A crevice in the blue calcite had be- 
come filled with masses of yellowish- 
brown aragonite and secondary cal- 
cite, and by working carefully we 
broke out a number of pieces showing 
combinations of the brown and blue. 
These are quite striking when seen 
under a Mineralight or black bulb as 
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they show a nice fluorescence follow- 
ed by phosphorescence. 


Another interesting mineral was 
the californite variety of vesuvianite 
containing disseminated brown mon- 
ticellite (calcium, magnesium sili- 
cate). We did not find any large 
pieces of this. 


In one corner of the Wet Weather 
Quarry there was some _ whitish 
material which we were told was a 


compact brucite.

The Cowry is so highly polished be- 
cause his mantle covers his back, even 
meeting in a beautiful ruffle. This 
rubs and keeps him shining. 

The Cone shells are very bad dril- 
lers, and they poison any sea animal 
who is foolish enough to attack them. 


The Fighting conch hops around 
the ocean floor. It has such a lovely 
coloring that it is hard to believe it 
is so belligerent toward other sea 
animals. 


The Tree snails actually live in 
trees which surprises folks who think 
all mollusks live in water. 


Scallops are famous from Crusader 
days, when they were worn as a mark 
of participation in the Holy Wars. 

The Whelk or Fulgar Perversa is 
the only known shell that is left 
handed, that is, has its opening to the 
left of the whorl when you face it. 

The Crown shell is the enemy of 
the left handed Whelk, for he eats it 
whenever possible.

The Slipper, or Boat shell (Crepi- 
dula Fornicata) are univalve, having 
but a single shell. They build this 
shell over their bodies, similar to a 
turtle shell. They are found all along 
our East coast. They are oval, and 
range from dull white to yellow- 
brown. Also, they sometimes have a 
row of reddish-brown spots inside the 
shell, evenly spaced near the outer 
edge. 

They are easily identified, being 
oval, and having a little cross piece, 
similar to that a boat, has in the bow. 


They are not ambitious enough to 
swim around very much, and Gaylord 
tells us they ride often on the back 
of a horseshoe crab, sometimes ce- 
menting themselves in groups to- 
gether, to keep from tumbling off his 
back. Every collector should have one 
or two choice specimens of this fam- 


ily.

Rare Shell Collection 
Given to College 

The Lermond shell collection, re- 
garded as one of the finest in the 
world, has been given to Colby Col- 
lege, Waterville, Maine. The collec- 
tion will be displayed in the biology 
building on the campus. 

Established by the late Norman W. 
Lermond, noted Maine naturalist, the 
collection has been housed in the Knox 
Arboretum at Thomaston, Maine. Al- 
though the number of shells is not 
known, the specimens fil] nearly 100 
cases and the collection has been eval- 
uated at $50,000 by Paul Bortch of the 
Smithsonian Institute, Washington. 

The shells range from microscopic 
size to two feet in diameter and have 
come from all parts of the globe. One 
of the most valuable is a perfect ex- 
ample of the Paper Nautilus, which 
is very rare. Found in the Southern 
Australian archipelago, it has pure 
white, paper-thin, spiral walls. Other 
interesting specimens include highly 
colored shells from Japan, “sea fans” 
from Cuba, tree snails from Central 
America, “mermaid cradles” from Cal- 
ifornia, worm shells taken from the 
stomachs of cod fish in Maine waters, 
varieties peculiar to the Arabian Sea. 
Clam and oyster shells with embedded 
pearls. One hitherto unkown variety 
discovered by Mr. Lermond in Florida 
was named “Caecum Lermondi” by 
the Smithsonian Institute in his honor.

Passenger Pigeons 
James J. Audubon, the famous 


artist, on a tour through Kentucky 
and the Middle West, 1810, computed 
the Passenger Pigeon population in 
that section at 100,000,000, besides 
tens of millions of the slate blue birds 
that nested in Pennsylvania, where all 
river valleys had pigeon colonies. 
The so-called Passenger pigeon, 
according to a compilation of inform- 
ation made for the Museum News of 
the University of South Dakota, was 
here by the many millions. 
According to compiler Schrader, 
from the first Europeans until about 
1875, its range ‘was over the 
Mississippi Valley, perhaps mainly 
limited from eastern Ohio to Western 
Iowa, but extending over the eastern 
part of the United States and as far 
west as the eastern slope of the 
Rocky Mountains, from the Gulf of 
Mexico to Hudson Bay. They wintered 
in the south and spent their summers 
in the north. Those who tilled the soil 


could not view the passenger pigeon - 


with much enthusiasm. A few thou- 
sand alighting on a field of grain in 
the spring could, in a very short time, 
pluck out almost every seed. 

The birds became such a menace 
that concerted action on the part of 
farmers and trappers, and natural 
causes made the Passenger pigeon 
breed gradually disappear. Here and 
there in the museum collections one 
may find mounted specimens of the 
breed, together with their eggs. 
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Giant Grasshoppers 


Soldiers returning from the far 
corners of the earth bring tall tales 
of the fauna and flora of the lands 
that they have visited. A missionary 
to Africa also has stories of giant 
grasshoppers in the Congo region of 
Africa. He says that he has seen them 
four to five inches long preying on 
small creatures such as mice and the 
nesting birds. He says they rival the 
kangaroo as jumpers and can leap a 
considerable distance to pounce upon 
their prey. To substantiate his state- 
ments he captured one of the 
grasshoppers in the act of devouring 
a@ mouse and sent the two to the 
British Museum.

BELL FORUM 


Pennsylvania—In reply to Mrs. 
Mooney’s query in the April 
HOBBIES, concerning her Goat Bell, 
I believe that I can answer her 
question. 


The bell she asks about is a Swiss 
Cow Bell. It is the smallest of three 
sizes and they are quite familiar to 
many bell collectors. They are often 
over-rated because of the 1878 date 
and the wording Saigneleaier and 
Chiantel-Fondeur that is on them. 
That is the date that the cast was 
made and the name of the foundry 
that cast the bell. Before the war 
these bells could be bought from 
Sears, Roebuck and Company for 59c, 
89c & $1.19 respectively.

Bell of the Lutine 


Lloyds of London have a famous 
bell. It is known as the bell of the 
Lutine. 

Whenever there is a report of a 
vessel lost at sea, this bell is tolled to 
inform the insurance brokers at 
Lloyds of the latest disaster. Fortun- 
ately the bell is joyfully rung when a 
ship formerly reported lost turns up. 

The bell gets its name from the 
British-owned Lutine, one of the 
sunken treasureships which sank off 
the Isle of Terchelling in the North 
Sea in the year 1799. An estimated 
$6,000,000 in gold went down with the 
Lutine, although some of it was re- 
covered. When the divers went down 
to search for the gold and the ship’s 
metal and other furnishings they re- 
covered the ship’s bell and presented 
it to this famous insurance company. 

It was reported that divers had 
been employed just prior to the open- 
ing of World War II to go down again 
into Davy Jones locker to try to find

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more of the gold. However, the war 
stopped that. Perhaps, when recon- 
version has been fully accomplished 
abroad the work of bringing back the 
treasures lost will be fully accom- 
plished. 

However, the thing of most interest 
to collectors of this department is the 
bell of the Lutine. It is doubtful if it 
will ever go into a collection, but it is 
a note for your history of bells.

Bartow Coat-of-Arms 
By MABEL LOUISE KEECH

D’or a la bande de sable chargé de 
trois besants d’argent et accompagné 
de six annulets de gueules rangés en 
orle. 

The above description is registered 
in Rietstap’s Armorial General, fore- 
most authority on Continental Arms, 
for the family of Bertaut du Hamel, 
of Bretagne in Normandy. 

Translated into English Heraldic 
terms: Or, on a bend sable between 
six annulets gules three plates. This 
translation is recorded in Crozier’s 
General Armory of American Fam- 
ilies, as ascribed to Rev. John Bartow, 
who lived in New York in 1702, and 
had come from Crediton Co., Devon, 
England. Crozier adds the crest: Is- 
suing from a ducal coronet a cross 
radiant or. 


Rev. Evelyn Bartow, A.M., in 1886 
wrote The Bartow Family in England, 
and later the Genealogy of the Bar- 
tows in America. He confirms this 
Coat-of-Arms with crest. He says 
one by the name of Bertaut, fied from 
Bretagne in France and settled in 
England, after the Massacre of St. 
Barthomew’s Day, 1572—at least be- 
fore the Edict of Nantes. The name 
was later spelled Bartow, a natural 
change due to the French pronuncia- 
tion. 

This description in familiar terms 
may be read thus—and follow the 
picture as you read—also repeat it 
omitting the explanatory words in 
parenthesis, as it will be more clear. 
A gold (or) shield on which is charged 
a diagonal band (benc) of black

(sable). This bend is between six red 
(gules) rings or annulets, and on the 
bend are three silver discs (plates). 
The rest is a gold ducal coronet from 
which issues a gold (or) cross with 
rays extending from it (radiant). 
Ducal coronets are always gold unless 
otherwise described. 

In the picture the color code is 
used: dots for gold, fine checks for 
black, vertical lines for red, and plain 
surface for silver. The mantling is 
always the main color lined with the 
main metal. When a ducal coronet or 
chapeau is in this position in the 
crest, the usual 6-stranded wreath 
alternating main metal and color, is 
omitted. 

The bend is one of nine so-called 
“Honourable Ordinaries,” straight- 
lined figures one-third the width of 
the shield, first symbols used in iden- 
tifying men in armour. The bend is 
placed diagonally across the shield. 
The bend dexter extends from the up- 
per right to the lower left corner of 
the shield as here, but the word dex- 
ter, or right, is understood and 
omitted. The bend sinister extends 
from the upper left or sinister corner 
to the lower dexter. It is a bearing 
of high honor, representing the scarf 
or shield suspender of a knight or 
military. commander, denoting defence 
and protection. 

The finger ring or annulet is the 
emblem of fidelity. Joseph was highly 
honored by the one given to him by 
Pharaoh. 

The figures on the bend are roun- 
dels, a term used for all dise-like sym- 
bols. Each color has a different name, 
color, and meaning. In the French 
description, this one is called a silver 
besant. In English we speak of the 
gold coin used by the Turks as a be- 
zant, and the silver roundel as a plate, 
indicating generosity and financial 
ability. Black ones are pellets, for 
cannon-balls; red, torteaux for com- 
munion wafers, and so forth. 

The ducal coronet is understood to 
be the crown worn by one in the em- 
vloy of the duke in the royal court, 
not by the duke himself. The duke’s 
crown would show five strawberry 
leaves, this one, three. 

The cross denotes Crusader ances- 
try. It is the emblem of suffering, 
sacrifice, and sorrow. It is “the ex- 
press badge of the Christian, and 
signifies unto us tribulation and af- 
fliction.” 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer. Gold signifies generosity 
and elevation of mind; sable, the fur 
lining of royal robes, constancy and 
nobility; red, courage and magnanim- 
ity; silver, sincerity and peace. 
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Rev. Evelyn Bartow had traced his 
family back several generations be- 
yond Rev. John. Peter seemed to have 
been a popular name in the family. 
There were three Peters in succession 
living in Devonshire, the last living 
in Awliscombe. He had a son Thomas, 
and he, a son John who was born in 
Crediton, also in Devonshire, in 1672. 
He was educated for the ministry in 
Cambridge, and was Curate of Pam- 
pisford in Cambridgeshire in 1694. 

From there, Rev. John Bartow was 
sent to America, and he founded St. 
Peter’s Episcopal Church in West- 
chester, N. Y., in 1702, serving as its 
rector nearly 25 years, dying Febru- 
ary 9, 1726. 


The Bartow genealogy gives his 
descendants, and traces the family to 
branches now residing, or having re- 
sided, in nearly every state in the 
Union. The Cleveland and Steven- 
son generalogies list marriages into 
the Bartow family, and New York 
state still has many of his descend- 
ants as residents. 

Obadiah, Reuben, and Silas Bar- 
tow, are found as “Signers of the 
Association Test” in Suffolk Co., on 
Long Island, in Huntington, May 8, 
1775. That is, they wrote their names 
in the list of those who would be loyal 
to the cause of Independence. Many 
of such “signers” were too old, or not 
physically able to fight, but gave of 
their service in other ways. 


While the name of Bartow is not 
as familiar to our ears as many an- 
other name about which we have writ- 
ten, we do find that the ideals for 
following in the path of higher educa- 
tion and service, have always been 
kept in the foreground, as though in 
proper respect for the first one of the 
family who set foot on this country’s 
soil.

Do you remember the article in the 
February issue paying tribute to Wil- 
liam Penn and his associates who 
settled Pennsylvania? I told you then 
of the splendid help I had received 
from Mr. M. Jackson Crispin of Ber- 
wick, Pa., who loaned his bookplate, 
and granted permission for the use of 
extracts from his article which had 
appeared in the Journal of American 
History. 

He had written me when he received 
his copy, that he appreciated the ar- 
rangement of the contents, and my 
mention of his contribution. But yes- 
terday, in further appreciation, came 
another fine letter, and his own book: 
“The Falaise Roll,” Recording Promi- 
nent Companions of William Duke of 
Normandy at the Conquest of Eng- 
land! What a splendid addition to my 
library, and how thoughtful of him 
to send it—and—to autograph it! He 
wrote this in conjunction with Pro- 
fessor Leonce Macary of the College 
of Falaise, in 1988. He had been pre- 
sent at the dedication of a bronze 
placque listing as many of these com- 
panions of William the Conqueror as 
they had been able to identify; this 
was erected in the Chapel of the 
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Chateau of William the Conqueror at 
Falaise, in 1931. 


The inscription on this placque lists 
815 names, and the book gives a brief 
sketch of each one, explaining the 
part each man played in the Conquest, 
and something about his family and 
descendants. The use of this book be- 
gan in my studio a few hours after 
it arrived, when a client found the 
story of Robert Montgomery, of her 
family. My gratitude, publicly ex- 
pressed to my new friend, M. Jackson 
Crispin.

traveled with her husband on his 
lecture tours. When he was about his 
business, she would take her note- 
books to the nearest library with 
genealogical shelves or departments, 
and search for information on her 
family. She so enjoyed these hours, 
that she not only became adept in 
research, but, besides collecting data 
for her own lines, she accumulated 
very valuable information for others 
of the same names, and gladly ex- 
changed it, and also gave it to those 
who were unsuccessful in. their 
searches. She had joined patriotic- 
lineal societies and was active in their 
projects. She has also left a wealth 
of records for her children and grand- 
children, classified, readable, interest- 
ing, and of inestimable value. 


The other friend who has gone, 
could not have realized the worth of 
the records she left intact. She was 
unmarried, and had hosts of friends. 
She left a will, and when her execu- 
tors at the bank, aceording to law, 
began a search for any relatives, I 
was called upon to testify in court, 
as I had compiled her book of records 
from old family notes and letters— 
had also found the ancestor soldiers 
who made her eligible to societies. I 
took my carbon copy of her booklet 
to court, and could reply to all of the 
judge’s questions without hesitation, 
proving that she had no known rela- 
tives on one side of the family, and 
two cousins on the other. She was 
an only child, therefore no nieces nor 
nephews. After the session was over, 
the lawyer from the bank said he was 
so grateful for her far-sightedness in 
having her information so accessible, 
though probably she never thought 
this would be necessary. He said 
often he had to spend much time find- 
ing people who knew the person’s 
connections, and even if they thought 
they knew the relationships, they 
would be confused on the witness 
stand that they could not tell the as- 
cendants from the descendants. He 
wished every one would arrange and 
file the family records! 

The third friend whom I mentioned, 
recently brought me a set of books 
containing genealogies of many of the 
early settlers of Massachusetts. 


‘T am through with them, Miss 
Keech; I can not use them anymore— 
my eyes have gone back on me—and 
I am so tired—so tired! If I could 
just go now—I feel my work is done 
—I am so sick—but the doctors say I 
have a good neart and may live into 
the 90’s! But, you can use these 
books, and I am glad for you to have 
them. Ina few days I will bring you 
the family records to place in the 
Newberry Library (Chicago) — they 
are all done—as far as I can finish 
them now. But there is lots more I 
am sure could be done if I could but 
do it. Now, there’s Sarah Smith, she 
was born in 1658 and married....... 
when she was 17. And Alice Turner 
was supposed to be a daughter of 
John, but there were several Johns 
who came over very early, one with 
Winthrop and [ just can’t find out 
which was her father.” (I may not 
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have remembered these names and 
dates right!) She went on talking 
about these ancestors in the 16 and 
1700’s as if they were in her immedi- 
ate family. She has done much orig- 
inal searching, besides copying from 
reliable printed sources, and the li- 
brary will find these dozens of pages 
many of which she has typed in the 
few years, even weeks, and she is 
past 80. 

Such as these—Who Did Not Wait 
till it was too late—make us ashamed 
that we we have neglected our duty 
along this line, but inspire us, what- 
ever our purpose, to set our records 
in order.

The Medill school of journalism at 
Northwestern University, Evanston, 
Ill., has recently received two impor- 
tant additions. One of these consists 
of printed matter of the Civil War 
period, and it includes recruiting 
posters, manuals for soldiers, G. A. R. 
souvenir booklets, maps and news- 
papers. The collection is loaned to 
the school by Fred A. Robbins, veter- 
an Chicago advertising man. Mr. 
Robbins has also given his collection 
of old advertising cards to the school 
for a loan exhibition. 

Mrs. Edgar F. Medary of Waukon, 
Iowa, has presented a scrapbook to 
the school. It contains material re- 
lating to her husband, a veteran coun- 
try publisher who, at the time of his 
death on January 20, 1946, was the 
last survivor of the newspaper cor- 
respondents who covered the last In- 
dian war—the Ghost Dance “upris- 
ing” among the Sioux. 

Collectors of old newspapers will 
probably envy one item in this scrap- 
book, a one-page “extra” of the Hot 
Springs (S. D.) Herald, issued early 
in the morning of December 20, 1890, 
for it contains the first printed ac- 
count of the famous Battle of the 
Wounded Knee. At that time Mr. 
Medary was a reporter-printer on the 
Herald, and he obtained the story 
from Col. W. B. Shafter of the First. 
Infantry (later a general in the Span- 
ish-American War). Later during the 
“uprising,” Mr. Medary went into the 
field with General Brooke’s forces as 
a correspondent for the New York 
Herald, and he narrowly escaped 
death on one occasion.

Some beautiful sets of post cards 
picture subterreanean caverns. Al- 
though there is a similarity among all 
ecards picturing caverns, card collec- 
tors usually add every available card 
to their collections. 

There is a world of grandeur, a 
store house of history, a laboratory 
of science in every cave. Every Amer- 
ican with a spark of adventure—and 
not too much arthritis—likes to visit 
subterreanean realms. It is a Hal- 
lowe’en spook party, a trip with Alice 
into Wonderland, a journey with 
Dante into the Inferno. 

The names are irresistible. Who is 
so dull of imagination that he doesn’t 
thrill at such names as Wisdom Tooth,

Frozen Niagara, Ruins of Karnak, 
and Cavern of Sleep? 

Mammoth Cave, 100 miles south of 
Louisville, Ky., was discovered in 
1799. According to legend a pioneer 
named Houchin pursued a wounded 
bear into this cave, which had been 
used by the pre-historic Indian. Mam- 
moth Cave played an interesting part 
in the War of 1812 when saltpeter 
was obtained from the cave for mak- 
ing gunpowder. The cave is famous 
for its 150 miles of explored passages 
and its gigantic rooms; one room 
covers two acres and has a ceiling 
arching 125 feet above. Star Cham- 
ber has a ceiling of black manganese 
studded with crystals of gypsum. 
Echo River, 360 feet underground, 
has eyeless fish and wingless grass- 
hoppers. Visitors are attracted by 
such romantic names as Fairy Grotto, 
Violet City, Star Chamber, Marble 
Temple, and Moonlight Dome. At 
Bridal Altar many have been married. 
Present day youth will marvel at the 
wonders of Mammoth Cave just as did 
the characters in the novels of Mark 
Twain. 

Carlsbad Caverns are 24 miles from 
Carlsbad, New Mexico. In 1901, Jim 
White, a cowboy, noticed a great black 
column rising from the earth. The 
dark column proved to be an immense 
spiraling stream of several million 
bats. The Bat Spectacle is an un- 
usual attraction at Carlsbad Caverns. 
Each evening at dusk, during the 
months from April to October, the 
bats fly from a cavern 180 feet below 
the surface. The flight lasts about 
three hours. The bats return just be- 
fore dawn. 

The seven-mile trip through Carls- 
bad Caverns requires five hours, but 
a rest period breaks the time. In the 
subterranean lunch room there are 
tables, benches, and comfort stations. 
The Big Room is 4000 by 625 feet; 
the ceiling arches 300 feet above. Out- 
standing sights are Twin Domes, Rock 
of Ages, Temple of the Sun, King’s 
Palace, Queen’s Chamber, and Pa- 
pooses’ Chamber. 

Wind Cave in the Black Hills of 
South Dakota is noted for the length 
of its explored passages. The cave 
was discovered by a cowboy. Legend 
says that he put his hat upon the 
ground, but it would not stay there! 
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Wind was blowing from a hole in the 
ground! Winds blow constantly 
through the cave, but the point of en- 
trance of the wind is not known. 
Scientists believe that these subter- 
ranean passages lie beneath the great- 
er section of the Black Hills. 


Other caves in the Black Hills are 
Jewel Cave, Crystal Cave, and Name- 
less Cave. Crystal Cave has 1600 ex- 
plored rooms, some of them acres in 
size. There are 22 miles of paths. It 
is claimed that it is the only cave 
where every room is lined with crystal. 

Cave of the Winds, near Manitou, 
Colo., is one of the attractions of the 
Pike’s Peak region. Its most beauti- 
ful rooms are the Bridal Chamber and 
the Temple of Silence. 


The Beautiful Caverns of Luray in 
the Shenandoah Valley of Virginia 
are 90 miles west of Washington. 
Annually 100,000 visitors walk the 
three miles of underground passages 
and view Titania’s Veil, Saracen’s 
Tent, Pluto’s Chasm, Organ and 
Chimes, Palace of Splendors, and the 
Ball Room. 

Timpanagos Cave, seven miles from 
Salt Lake City, Utah, is on Mount

bination of two shows shall make a 
like deposit.” 


The language used in the rat sheets 
of the early days of circus opposition, 
seldom resulted in a damage suit 
being filed, because all of the shows 
were engaging in similar practices, 
and the  vituperative campaigns 
seemed to stimulate interest generally 
in the coming of the circuses and the 
rivalry often benefitted both shows 
locked in verbal combat. 


Circus advertising has veGCome more 
dignified with the passing of the 
years, and seldom is a rat sheet seen 
nowadays. However, in 1944, a 
motorized circus issued a rat sheet on 
the day of its appearance in a mid- 
western town, headed “Why Wait for 
the Big Show” put out by a compet- 
ing railroad circus. 

Referring to its rivals, the motoriz- 
ed show’s handbill asserted: “They 
were here two years ago on five old 
trucks. Due to the shortage of gas 
and trucks they bought a few old box 
cars and called it a railroad circus. 
Beware of prowlers and short-change 
artists.” 


Furthermore, the days of railroad 
maneuvers to get ahead of a com- 
petitor are not gone. In 1944, one rail- 
road circus, exhibiting in North 
Texas points, suddenly cancelled 
these dates, jumped from Ada, Okla., 
to Waco, Texas, losing one day en 
route. This maneuver was for the 
purpose of putting .the show into 
Waco, and several succeeding choice 
spots, four or five days ahead of 
another railroad circus. 


Incidents like these are few and far 
between nowadays, since fewer shows 
cover more territory and seldom are 
in close competition. Most.of the in- 
teresting stories and documentary 
opposition advertising are history of 
the “golden age” of circuses, the 80’s 
and 90’s 


Therefore, rat sheets are prized 
possessions of collectors and the 
stories of hostile opposition have been 
recorded in a number of published 
books of circus history and reminis- 
cences of early day troupers.

tains. The cave entrance is reached 
by climbing rather than by descend- 
ing. The caverns lead not downward, 
but back into Mount Timpanagos. Its 
position far above the valley floor in- 
dicates the extreme ave of the cavern. 
This cave has a constant temperature 
of 42 degrees. The interior, which 
glows with pink and white crystals, 
features Coral Gardens, Chocolate 
Falls, Jewel Box, and Cavern of Sleep. 
The largest ice caves known in 
America are near El Morro, New 
Mexico. These caves, which date back 
to glacial ages, once were underground 
tunnels in a volcano. The tempera- 
ture remains constant at 30 degrees. 
Shoshone Ice Caves in southern 
Idaho have three rooms, the largest 
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of which is 100 by 60 feet, with a 
ceiling of 30 feet. The floor of the 
caves is ice, and the caves end in a 
solid ice wall beyond which are un- 
explored caves. 


Niagara Cave near Decorah, Ia., is 
open the entire year. About 210 feet 
underground a river rushes into the 
cave and down a 60-foot waterfall. 
In this cave is the Wishing Well— 
perhaps a competitor to Tom Brene- 
man’s Wishing Ring! 


Colossal Cave is seven miles south- 
east of Tucson, Ariz. This cavern is 
noted for the lacelike daintiness of the 
rock formations. 

Crystal Cave in Sequoia National 
Park, Calif., is an exquisite cavern 
with marble walls. 

Cave of the Mounds, Blue Mounds, 
Wis., has a wide variety of attrac- 
tions: The Parrot, Crystal Chande- 
liers, Twin Black Knights, Tower of 
Elephants, Onyx Terrace, Hall of 
Statuary, Totem Pole Room, and En- 
chanted Mountain. 

Ohio Caverns, near West Liberty, 
Ohio, is noted for its crystal white 
formations. Howe Caverns near Cob- 
leskill, N. Y., features its Pipe Organ, 
Bishop’s Pulpit, and Cathedral Arch- 
way. Lost Cave, near Hellertown, 
Pa., consists of five crystal rooms. 
The main attraction of this cave is 
Lost River which daily flows 2,000,000 
gallons of water over the falls and 
rapids within the cave.

consists of a service for six in flat- 
ware. It is in the lovely old Fiddle- 
Back pattern, of around 1810, and be- 
gan with a set of four slender table- 
spoons from my husband’s family. 
They bear the mark of a Baltimore 
silversmith, A. E. Warner, and the 
assay mark 10.15. This silversmith’s 
work is in great favor today. Fol-

lowed, six paper thin tea spoons 
marked “N. Matson— Pure Coin.” 
These were pre-depression purchases 
and cost $25 for the six. Those that 
followed were no less worthy, but of 
necessity were far less expensive, For 
instance, my dainty tea spoons, bear 
the name “Doughty,” are hall-marked, 
and cost $10 for the set of six. Sur- 
prisingly, ten beautiful dessert spoons 
marked “Wherritt,” and a 14-inch 
ladle marked “G. S.,” probably by 
George Stephens of New York about 
1810, cost exactly $10 secured in a 
pawn shop. So long had they re- 
mained with “uncle,” that they were 
almost jet black and required several 
cleanings to restore their lustre. 


Most of my table spoons were gifts 
from different branches of the family. 
Tiny salt spoons in the Fiddle pattern 
can be found, although I have located 
only one so far. Flat coin silver is 
often marked “Coin” or “Pure Coin,” 
beside the maker’s name, and is usu- 
ally very thin and delicate ware. To 
round out my table service, I was most 
fortunate in securing ivory-handled 
knives and forks.
